ly feandaliz’d, at fome of the Do&rines advanc’d by 
that Prelate in thofe two Difcourfes, that they una- 
nimoufly appointed a Committee of fix of their Mem-~ 
bers, who were Dr. Mo/s, Dr. Sherlock, Dr. Friend, Dr. 
Sprat, Dr. Cannon, and Dr. Bi/s, to draw up a Repre- 
fentation to be laid before the Archbifhop and Bifhops 
of the Province of Canterbury, againft the faid Poli- 
tions and Doétrines; which the Committee having 
ite? | done, it was read in the Lower Houfe on 
the roth of May, and voted, memine contradicente; to 
be receiv’d and enter’d in the Books of the faid Houfe :

“HAT, with much Grief of Heart, we have ob- 
_ferw’d, what, in al] dutiful Manner, we now 
reprefent to your Grace and your Lordihips, That the 
Right Reverend the Lord Biihop of Bangor hath gi- 
ven great and grievous Offence, by certain Doétrines 
and Pofitions by hii late! publith’d, partly in a Ser- 
mon entitled, ‘ The Nature of the Kingdom or 
© Church of Chri, and partly in a Book entitled, 
© A Prefervative againft the Principles and Practices 
© of the Nonjurors, both in Church and State.’ 

The Tendency of the Doétrines and Pofitions con- 
tain’d in the faid Sermon and Book, is conceiv’d to be, 

(1.) To fubvert all Government and Difcipline in 
the Church of Chriff, and to reduce his Kingdom toa 
State of dnarchy and Confufion 

(z.) To impugn and impeach the regal Supremacy in 
Caufes Ecclefiaftical, and the Authority of the Legi- 
flature, to inforce Obedience in Matters of Religion, 
by civil Sanétions. 

The Paflages in the Sermon and Book aforefaid, 
which are conceiv’d tocarry the evil T: endericy exprefs'd 
at the firft Article, are, principally, thefe that fol- 

ow: 
Sermon, Page 11. Otavo Edit. ~ 

His Lordihip affirms ——‘ As the Church of Chrif 
© is the Kingdom of Chrift, he himfelft is King: And 
¢ inthis it is imply’d, That he is himfelf the fole 
© Law-giver to his Subjeéts, and himfelf the fole 
© Judge of their Behaviour, in the Affairs of Confci- 
© enceand eternal Salvation ; and, in this Senfe there- 
€ fore, his Kingdom is not of this World: That he 
€ hath, in thofe Points, left behind him no vifible 
© human Authority, no Vicegerents, »who can be 
© faid properly to fupply: his Place; no Interpreters 
© upon whom his Subjects are abfulutely to depend; 
© no Judges over the Confciences or Religion of his 
€ People.’ This Paflage feems to deny all Authority 
to the Church, and, under Pretence of exalting the 
Kingdom of Géri/; to leave it without any a 
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human Authority to judge, cenfure, or punifh Offen- 
ders in the Affairs of Confcience and eternal Sal- 


vation. 
Which will be confirm’d by the Paffage next to be 
produc’d, Page 15, 16.——* If therefore the Church 





. ©of Chrift be the Kingdom of Chrift, it is effential 


to it, That Chrif himfelf be the fole Law-giver and 
© fole Judge of his Subjets, in all Points relating 
€ to the Favour or Difpleafure of Almighty God, and, 
‘that all his Subjects, in what Station foever they 
¢ may be, are equally Subjects to him; and, that no 
‘one of them, any more than another, hath Autho- 
‘ rity either tomake new Laws for Chri/P’s Subjects, 
‘orto impofe a Senfe upon the old Ones, which is 
‘the fame Thing; or to judge, cenfure, or punifh 
the Servants of another Majfter, in Matters relating 
purely to Confcience or Salvation. If any Perfon 
Sath any other Notion, either through a long Ule 
* of Words with inconfiftent Meanings, or through 
© a Negligence of Thought, let him but afk himifelf, 
© Whether the Church of Chrif be the Kingdom of 
© Chriff or not? And, if it be, whether this Notion 
‘of it doth not abfolutely exclude all other Legifla- 
“tors and Judges, in Matters relating to Confcience, 
© or the Favour of God? Or, whether it can be his 
‘Kingdom, if any mortal Men have fuch a Power of 
‘ Legiflation and Judgment in it ?’ 

To the fame Senfe he fpeaks, Page 25. © No. 
* one of his Subjects is Law-giver. and Judge over 
‘ othersof them, in Matters relating to Salvation, 
‘ but he alone.’ 

If the Doétrine contain’d in thefe Paffages, he ad- 
mitted, there neither is, nor hath been, fince our Sa- 
viour’s Time, any Authority in the Chriftian Church, 
in Matters relating to Confcience and Salvation ; 
not even in. the Apoftle’s themfelves: But all Acts 
ot Government, in fuch Cafes, have been an Inva- 
fion of Chrif’s Authority, and an Ufurpation upon his 
apton., 

0 which Effect his Lordihip farther expreffles him- 

f, Page. 14. ¢ When they (i. «. any Man on 
: Eth}, make any of their own Declarations or 
‘ Decifions, to concern and affect the State of Chrift’s 
* Subjects, with regard to the Favour. of God, .this 
‘is fo far the taking Chrif’s Kingdom out of. his 
‘Hinds, and placing it in their own, Nor is this

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© Matter atall made better, by their declaring them. 
© felves to be Vicegerents, or rn or Judges 





© under Chrift, in order to carry on the Ends of hi 
© Kingdom.’ 

Which Words are not reftrain’d to fuch Decifions 
as are inconfiftent with the Doétrines of the Gofpel; 
as appears, not only from the general Manner in which 
he hath exprefs’d himfelf, but from his direé&t Words, 
Page ts. — * And whether they happen to agree 
* with him, or to differ from him, as long as they 
© are the Law-givers, and Judges, without any Inter- 
. pee from Chriff, either to guide or corre& their 
* Decifions, they are Kings of this Kingdom, and not 
© Chrift Fefus? ——~—~ 

Whether thefe Paffages exclude the facred Writers, 
as well as others, trom making Decifions, and inter- 

eting the Laws of Chriff, your Lordihips will judge 

y a Paffage, Page rz. ‘ Nay, whoever hath 
‘an abfolute Authority to interpret any written or 
* fpoken Laws, it is he who is truly the Law-giver, 
© to all Intents and Purpofes, and not the Perfon 
© who firft wrote or fpcke them.’ When a Diftinai- 
on is made between the Interpreters of the written 
and fpoken Law, the facred Writers only can be meant 
by the later: Others have had the written Law; 
They only, of all Interpreters, heard it fpokeby Chrif. 
And his Lordfhip has left us only this Choice either 
to deny their Authority to interpret the Laws of Chrif,, 
or to charge them with fetting up for themfelves, in 
Oppofition to their Mafter. 

hefe Doérines naturally tend to breed, in the 
Minds of the People, a Difregard to thofe who are 
appointed to rule over them: Whether his Lordfhip 
had this View, the following Paffages will declare, 
Page 25. © The Church of Chriff is the Num- 
© ber of Perfons who are fincerely and willingly Sub- 
© jects to him, as Law-giver and judge in all Matters 
© truly relating to’ Conicience, or eternal Salvation. 
¢ And the more clofe and immediate this Regard to 
* him is, that they are of his Kingdom, 
© Page 31. If Chrift be our King, let us thew our 
£ felves Subjects to him alone, in the great Affair of 
¢ Gonfcience and eternal Salvation: And, without 
¢ Fear of Man’s Judgment, live and a& as becomes 
* thofe whe wait for the Appearance of an all-know- 
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‘ing and impartial Judges even that King, whofe 
* Kingdom is not of this 1d.” 

To thefe Do&rines his Lordihip’s Deftription of a 
Church doth well agree: He afferts, Page 17. 
¢ That it isthe Number of Men, whether fmall or 
‘great, whether difpers’d or united, who truly and 
« Fnoesely are Subjects to Fefus Chrift alone, as their 
‘ Law-giver and Judge in Matters relating to the Fa- 
© your of God, and their eternal Salvation. And 
Page 24. * The groffeft Miftakes in Judgment, about 
‘ the Nature of Cérif’s Kingdom, or Church, have 
‘ arifen from hence, that Men have argu’d from other 
‘ vifible Societies, and other vifible Kingdoms of this 
‘ World, to what ought to be vifible and fenfible in 
‘ his Kingdom.’ And Page 25. © We muft not 
‘ frame our Ideas from the Kingdoms of this World, 
‘ of what ought to be, in a vifible and fenfibie Man- 
‘ner, in his Kingdom. 

Againft fuch Arguings from vifible Societies, and 
catty Kingdoms, his Lordthip faith, our Saviour 
hath pofitively warn’d us, i 25, and yet the Scrip- 
ture-Reprefentations of the Church, do plainly ex- 





= Refemblance to other Societies, in many Ke- 
s. And we prefume his pave could not be 


ignorant of the roth Article of our Church, entitled, 
f the Church, viz. ¢ The vifible Church of Chri/f 
‘is a Congregation of faithful Men, in the which 
* the pure Ward of God is preach’d, and the Sacra- 
‘ ments be duly adminifter’d, according to Chriff’s Qr- 
‘ dinance, in des: that of Neceflity are requi- 
‘ fite to the fame.’ Though, in Difparagement of 
this Article, by himfelf folemnly and-often acknow- 
ledg’d, he afferts, Page 10, ———~ * That_ the Notion 
‘of the Church hath been fo diverfify’d, by the 
‘various Alterations it hath undergone, that it is 
‘almoft impoffible fo much as to number up the ma- 
* ny inconfiftent Images that have come, by daily 

‘ Additions, to be united together in it.’ 
We with that in his Lordihip’s Account, no Images, 
neceflary to form a juft and true Notion of the Church, 
been left out; he omits even to mention the 
preaching the Word, or adminiftering the Sacraments : 
One of which, in the Words of the 27th Article 
of our Church, ¢ is a Sign of Regeneration, or new 
Birth whereby, as by an Inftrument, they that re- 
: ceive Baptifm rightly, are grafted into the =,

We could with alfo, that his Lordihip, whilft. he was 
writing on the Subject of the Power of the Church 
had remember'd bis folemn Proteflion, made at his 
Confecration, in which he promis’d, by the Help of 
God, to correct and punifh, * according to fuch Autho- 
© rity as he hath by God’s Word, and as fhould be 
© committed to him by the Ordinance of this Realm, 
© fuch as be unquiet, difobedient, and criminous jp 
© his Diocefs." 

Your Grace, and your Lordihips, have feen the 
Tendency of the Doétrines, in the Sermon, to 
throw all Ecclefiaftical Authority out of the Church, 
We now proceed to thew, that the Doétrines be- 
fore deliver’d in the Prefervative, fc. have the fame 
Tendency. 

Where, not to trouble your Lordihips with the Con- 
tempt thrown on a regular Succeflion of the Miniitry, 
and of your own Order in particular, for which his 
Lordfhip has found no better Words, than Trifles, 
Niceties, Dreams, Inventions of Men, &6’c._ we. ob- 
ferve, That as, inthe Sermon, all Rulers and Judges 
in the vifible Church are laid afide; fo, in_the Book, 
all Church-Communion is render’d nnneceffary, in or- 
der to entitle Men to the Favour of God; and every 
Man is referr’d, in thofe Cafés, to :his private |udg- 
ment, as that which wil juitity even the worft Choice 
he can make. 

‘Which ftrange Opinion his Lordfhip grounds on 
what he calis a onftration in the ftricteft Senfe of 
tlie Word, in Paragraph Page 89, 90. Which 
is indeed, nothing but the common and known Cafe 
of an erroneous Confcience, which was never, 'till 
now, allowd- wnholly to juftify Men in their Er 
rors, orin throwing off all the Authority of lawful 
Governors ; for this is putting all Communions. on 
an equal Foot,-without regard to any intrinfick 
Goodnefs, or. whether they-be right or wrong;, and 
making every Man, how illiterate and ignorant foever, 
his own fole Judge and Direstorjon Earth,,.in the 
Affair of Religion. 





Fhe Ufe his Lordithip intends from this Dostrine, 


is.exprefsd Page. 90. ‘ Every one may. find 


‘it in his own Conduct to be true, that; his.Jitle , 40, 


‘God's Favour, cannot depend upon. his aétual being 
© or continuing in any particular Method, but upon 
* his real Sincerity in the Condust.of his Conftiener 
: arent pis 
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‘and of his own Actions under it.’ And Page 91, 
is laid down this general Propofition, ‘ The Favour of 
¢ God follows Sincerity, confider’d as fuch; and con- 
¢ fequently, equally follows every equal Degree of 
¢ Sincerity.’ 

If Sincerity as fuch, [7% e. meer Sincerity] exclufive 
of the Truth or Fal of the Dostrine, or Opini- 
on, be alone fufticient for Salvation, or to entitle a 
Man to the Favour of God; if no one Method of 
Religion be, in it felf, preferable to another; the 
Conclufion muft be, that all Methods-are alike, in re- 

to Salvation, or the Favour of God. 

His Lordihip has apply’d this Principle himfelf, in 
a Point of the oman Concern to the whole Re- 
formation; and in Virtue of it, has left no Diffe- 
rence between the Popifs and our reform’d Church, 
but what is founded in perfonal Perfwafion only, and 
not in the Truth of the Doétrines, or in the Excel- 
lency of one Communion above the other. The 
Place we xefer to, is at Page 85. ¢ What is-it that 
‘ juftify’d the Proteftants —— in fetting up their own 
‘ Bithops ¢ Was it, that the Popifp Doctrines and 
© Worthip were actually corrupt ? or that the Pro- 
‘ teftants were perfwaded iv their own Confciences, 
‘ that they were fo? The latter, without doubt: As 
‘ appears from this Demonftration; take away from 
; ain this Perfwafion, they are fo far from being 
€ juftify’d, that they are condemn’d for their Depar- 
‘ture; give them this Perfwafion again, they are con- 
‘demnd if they do not feparate: Or, in another 
‘ Manner, fuppofe a Papift not perfwaded of that Cor- 
‘ ruption to feparate, he is, for the want of that Per- 
‘ fwafion alone, condemn’d: Suppofe a Protefiant, 
‘or one thoroughly perfwaded of that Corruption, 
‘ to feparate, and he is juftify’d in fo doing; or not 
‘ tofeparate, and he is condemn‘d.’ From this pre- 
tended Demonftration, his Lordihip infers, ‘ If this 
‘ were duly and impartially confider’d, it would be 
‘ impoflible for Men to. unchriftian, unchurch, or 
€ declare, out of God’s Favour, any of their Fellow 
€ Creatures, upon any leffer, or indeed any other 
* Confideration, than that of a wicked Diihonefty 
‘and Infincerity; of which, in thefe Cafes, God 
* alone is Judge.’ 

If it be true, that there is but one Confideration, 
viz That of wieked Dilhonefty and Infincerity, 


: which 
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which will juftity unchriftianing, unchurching, or de- 
claring out of God’s Favour, and of that one Confi- 
deration, in thefe Cafes, God alone is Judge, there is 
evidently an End of all Church-Authority, to oblige 
any to external Communion, and of all Power, that 
one Man, in what Station foever, can have over ano- 
ther, in Matters of Religion. *And this will thew 
what his Lordfhip’s true Meaning is, under the many 
Colours and’ Difguifes he makes ufe of, when he 
fpeaks of Excommunication; and that he does not 
write more againft the Abufe, than the Ufe of it. 
Your Lordihips will judge from hence, what View 
he has in pronouncing, at Page 101, ‘ Human Bene- 
€ dictions, htman Abfolutions, human Denuncia- 
© tions, human Excommunications, have nothing to 





© do with the Favour or Anger of God: And in treat- 


© ing them as human Engines, permitted to work 
¢ fora Time-(like other Evils) by Providence, Page 
© ror, as meer Outcries of human Terror, Page 99, as 
© the Terrors of Men, and vain Words, Page 98. 
How his Lordfhip can, confiftently with thefe 4 
nions, make good his folemn Promife made at hi 
Confecration, * To be ready, with all faithful Dili- 


gence, to banith and drive away all erroneous and 


© itrange Doétrines, contrary to God’s Word, and 
¢ both privately and openly, to call upon and en- 
© courage others to do the font 5 and how he can 
exercife the high Office intrufted to him in the Church, 
or convey holy Orders to others, are Difficulties which 
himfelf only can refolve : And we humbly hope your 
Grace and your Lordihips will think it proper to all 
for the vy ree 

@) In Maintenanee of the fecond Article, we offer 
your Lordthips the following Particulars : 

That whereas his Majefty is, and by the Statutes 
of this Realm declar'd to be, fupream Head of the 
Church, and itis by the Statute 1 Elizabetha, Cap. 1. 
enatted, ‘ That fuch Jurifdictions, pie oe Mf 
‘ riorities, and Preheminences, fpiritual and ‘ecclefiafti- 
© cal, as by any {piritual and ecclefiaftical’ Power or 
‘ Authority, hath heretofore been, or may lawfully 
© be exercis’d, or us’d, for the Vifitation of the ec- 
< clefiaftical State and Perfons, ‘and for Reformation 
© Order, and Correction, of the fame, and of all 
‘ Manner of Errors, Herefies, Schifins, Abufes, Of 
* fences, Contempts, and Enormities, -fhall for _ 

* by 
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by Authority of this prefent Parliament, be uni- 
‘ted and annex’d to the Imperial Crown of this 
© Realm.’ In Confequence of which, the Kings 
and Queens of this Realm have frequently iff’d forth 
their Proclamations, Injunétions, and Directions in 
Matters of Religion ; and particularly his Majeity 
that now is, did iffue his Direftions for preferving 
of Unity in the Church, and the Purity of the Chri- 
. ftian Faith, concerning the Holy Trinity; bearing

Yet his Lordihip, in Contradiction to this, affirms, 
Page 14, Sermon. © Tfany Men upon Earth 
‘have a Right to addto the Sanctions of his (i. e 
© Chris) Laws, thas is, to increafe the Number, or 
¢ alter the Nature, of the Rewards and Punifhments 
¢ of his Sub¥ects, in Matters of Confcience or Salva- 
‘tion, they are fo far Kings in his ftead, and reign 
¢ in their own Kingdom, and not in his, And to the 
© fame Purpofe, Page 18. The Sanctions of Chrif’s 
© Law, are Rewards and Punifhments. But of what 
¢ Sort? Not the Rewards of this World, not the 
¢ Offices or Glories of this State; not the Pains of 
‘ Prifons, Banifhments, Fines, or any !cifer and 
‘ more moderate Penalties ; nay, not the much le(ler 
€ negative Difcouragements that belong to human 
_ © Society. He was far from thinking that thefe could 

‘be the Inftruments of fuch a Perfwafion as he 
‘ thought acceptable to God. 

And whereas the Scripture, and our own Licwny 
from thence, has taught us to pray for Kings, and ail 
that are put in Authority under them, that they ma 
minifter Juftice, to the Punithment of Wickednets 
and Vice, and to the Maintenance of true Religion 
and Virtue; his Lordihip afferts, Page 2c, Sermon, 
© As foon as ever you hear of any of the Engines of 
© this World, whether of the greater or lefier Sort, 
© you muft immediately think, that then, and fo far, 
©the Kingdom of this World takes Place. For if 
Sthe very Effence of God’s Worthip be Spirit and 
* Truth ; if Religion be Virtue and Charit »_ under 
© the Belief of a fupream Governor and fdge if 
© true real Faith cannot be the Effect of Force, and 
* if there can be no Reward where there is no wil- 
© ling Choice; then in all, or any of thefe Cafes, to 
® apply Force or Flattery, worldly Pleafure or Pain,

© is to aét contrary to s of true Religion, 
© ag 
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© as it is plainly oppofite to the Maxims upon which 
© Chriff founded his Kingdom ; who chofe the Motives 
* which are not of this World, to fupport a King- 
© dom which is not of this World. 

The two firft Cafes here mention’d, relate to what 
is effential in the Worlhip of God and Religion; yet 
he declares, That to encourage Religion by temporal 
Rewards, is to a& contrary to the Intereft of true Re- 
ligion, as it is oppofite to the Maxims on which Chrif 
founded his Kingdom, This is to fet the Worthip of 
God, and the Neglect of it, Religion and Irreligion, 
on an equal Foot in this World: As if becaufe they 
ihall hereafter be diftinguith’d by Rewards and Punith- 
ments, by the great Judge, theretore the Magiltrates 
were excluded from interpofing with Rewards and Pu- 
niihments, to diftinguilh them here, andgy’d up from 
exprefling any Concern for hisHonour, by whom, and 
under n> he beareth Rule. 

This his Lordthip farther fupports, Page 22. —— 
© And therefore, when you fee our Lord, in his Me- 
© thods, fo far remov’d from thofe of many of his 
© Difciples; when you read nothing in his Duétrine 
* about his own Kingdom, of taking in the Concerns 
© of this World, and mixing them with thofe of E- 
€ ternity ; no Commands, that the Frowns and Dif- 
© couragements of this prefent State, thould, in any 
© Cafe, attend upon Confcience and Religion ; 
© no calling upon the fecular Arm, whenever tlie Ma- 
© giftrate thould become Chriftian, to inforce his 
© Doétrines, or to back his fpiritual Authority ; but 
© on the contrary, as plain a Declaration as a few 
© Words can make, that his Kingdom is not of this 
© World: "1 fay, when you fee this, from* the whole 
© Tenor of the Gofpel, fo vaftly oppofite to many 
© who take his Name into their Mouris, the Quettion 
¢ with you ought to be, Whether he did not know 
¢ the Nature of his own Kingdom or Church, _ better 
¢ than any fince his Time ? Whether you can fuppofe 
© he lett any fuch Matters to be decided againft himfelf, 
¢ and his own exprefs Proteflions?’ hether your 
Lordihips will obferve, that all Laws for the Encou- 
ragement of Religion, or Difcouragement of Inre- 
ligion, are reckon’d to be Decifions againft Chrift ? 

The Paflages produc’d under this Head, are as de- 
ftructive of the Legiflative Power, as of the Regal Su- 
premacy: But the Acts for Uniformity of Publick 

Prayer, 
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Prayer, and the Articlés for ftablilhing of Confent 
touching true Religion, which, in the laft of the 
faid Acts, are enjoin'd to be fubfcrib’d, by feveral 
Degrees of Perfons Ecclefiaftical, being the maia Fence 
and Security of the eftablith’d Church of England, 
they feem to be fingled out by his Lordihip, to be 
render’d odious. The Paffage we refer to, is to be 
found Page 27, 28, zo, Sermon. ‘ There are fome 
€ profefs’d Chriftians who contend ofenly for fuch 
‘an Authority, as indifpenfably obliges al! around 
€ them to Unity of Profeflion ; that is, to profefs even 
¢ what they do not, what they cannot believe to be 
‘true. This founds fo grofsly, that others, who 
* think they a&ta glorious Part in appofing fuch an 
‘ Enormity, are very willing, for their own Sakes, 
to retain fuch an Authority as ihall eblige Men, 
© whatever they themfelves think, though not to pro- 
€ fefs what they do not believe, yet to forbear the 
© Profeffion and Publication of what they do believe, 
let them believe it of never fo great Importance. 
* Both thefeé Pretenfions are founded*apon the mifta- 
© ken Notion of the Peace, as well as the Authority 
*of the Kingdom; that is, the Church of Chri/. 
€ Which of them isthe moft infupportable to an Ho- 
© neft and a Chriftian Mind, I am not able to fay; 
* becaufe they both equally found the Authority of 
© the Church of Chri, upon the Ruins of Sincerity 
‘and common Honeity; and miftake Stupidity and 
Sleep, for Peace ; becaufe they touht both e- 
* qually have prevented all Reformation where it 
‘hath been, and will for ever prevent it where it 
‘is not already; and, in a Word, becaufe both e- 
$ qt diveft Fefus Chriff of his Empire in his own 
* Kingdom ; fet the Obedience of his Subjects loofe 
‘from himfelf, and teach them to proftitute their 
© Confciences at the Feet of others, who have no 
* Right, in fuch a Manner to trample upon them. 

If your Lordihips confider, by what Authority 
the Acts of Uniformity were enacted, by whom the 
Articles were made, and by whom ratify’d and con- 
firm’d, you will difcern who they are that are faid to 
diveft Fefus Chriff of his Empire in his own King- 
dom, and ftand charg’d by his Lordihip, in_the inde- 
cent Language of trampling upon the Confciences 
of others. 
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Your Lordihips have now feen, under the firk 
Head, that the Church hath no Governors, no Cen- 
furers, no Authority over the Condué of Mcn,in Mat- 
ters of Confcience and Religion: You have feen, un- 
der the fecond Head, that the temporal Powers are 
excluded from wy Right to encourage true Religion, 
or to difcourage the contrary, 

But, to do Yaitice to his Lordihip’s Scheme, and tp 
fet it before you in its full Light, we mutt obferve, 
that he farther aflerts, That Chri himfelf (the only 
Power not yet excluded) never doth interpofe in the 
Direction of his Kingdom here. After obferving, 
Page 13, Sermon, That temporal Law-givers do often 
interpole to interpret their own Laws, he adds,——. 
© But it is otherwife in Religion, or the Kingdom 
© of Chrif. He himfelf never interpofeth, fince his 
© firft Promulgation of his Law, either to convey In- 
£ fallibility to fuch as pretend to handle it over again, 
§ or to affert the true Interpretation of it, amidft the 
© various and contradictory Opinions of Men about 
Sit.’ To the fame Purpofe he {peaks at Page 25, in 
a Paflage before recited. 

Since then there are, in the Church, no Governors 
left; in the State, none, who may intermeddle 
in the Affairs of Religion ; and fince Fefus Chrif 
himfelf never doth interpofe, we leave it to your 
Grace and your Lordfhips to judge, whether the 
Church and Kingdom of Chrift be not reduc’d to a 
meer State of Anarchy and Corfufion, in which 
every Man is left to do what is Right im his own

Yand we beg Leave to clofe thefe Obfervations in the 
Words of the thirty fourth Article of our Church, 
© Whofoever, through his pare Vedgmicnt, willing 


¢ and purpofely, doth openly break (much more tea 
¢ and encourage others to break) the Traditions and 
© Ceremonies of the Church, which be not repug- 
* nant to the Word of God, and be ordain’d and 
¢ approvd by common Authority, ought to be wr 
© buk’d openly, (that others may fear todo the like 
© as one that offendeth againft the common Order 
‘ the Church, and burteth the Authority of the Ma 
« giftrate, and woundeth the Confciences of weak 
$ Brethren. 
Having thus laid before your Grace and your Lord- 
thips the feveral Paflages upon which this our —_ 
¢ 
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ble Reprcfentation is grounded, together with our 
Obfervations on them ; we muft profeis our felves to 
be equally furpriz’d and concern’d, that Doétrines of 
fo evila Tendency fhould be advanc’d by a Bithop of 
this eftablith’d Church, and that too in a Manner fo 
very remarkable, That the Supremacy of the 
King thould be openly impeach'd, in a Sermon delj- 
ver'd in the Royal Audience ; and that the Contftituti- 
on of the Church thould be dangeroufly undermin’d, 
ina Book profeffedly written againft the Principles 
and Practices of fome who had departed from it. 

But fo it hath happen’d, this Right Reverend Bi- 
fhop, in his extream Oppofition to certain unwarrant- 
able Pretenfions to extravagant Degrees of Church- 
Power, feems to have been fo far tranfported beyond 
his Temper, and his Argument, as not only to con- 
demn the Abufe, but even to deny the Ufe, and to 
deftroy the Being of thofe Powers; without which, 
the Church, as a Society, cannot fubfift, and by which 
our national Conftitution, next under Chriff, is chiefly 


aparece 

nder thefe Apprehenfions, we could not but hold 
our felves oblig’d to reprefent our own Senfe, with 
that of our Lrethren of the Clergy, to your Lord- 





thips ; and to fubmit the whole to your much weigh- 
tier Judgment, which we do, as with the moft un- 
feigned Sorrow for the unhappy Occafion, and all 
becoming Deference to our Superiors; fo with the moft 
fincere and difinterefted Zeal, and with no other View 


. 


inthe World, but to give Check to the Propagation 
of thefe erroneous Opinions, fo deftructive of all 
Government and Difcipline in the Church, and fo 
derogatory to the regal Supremacy and legiflative Au- 
thority, as we beret may have been fufficiently 
evinc'd. Of which our honeft-and loyal Intentions, 
we doubt not but your Lordihips, in your known 
Goodnefs, will favourably apprize his Majefty, if it 
fhall be thought needful or expedient, in order to fet 
this Matter, together with our Preceedings thereupon, 
in a true and proper Light. 

Weare by no Means infenfible that there are di- 
vers other offenfive Paffages in the Sermon and Book 
above-mention’d, which we, for the prefent, omit, 
as not falling fo direftly under the two Heads pro- 
aoe nor are we ignorant, that feveral offentive 
books have of late Time been publiih’d or 


riters, 
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Writers, whofe Confidence doth loudly call for the 
Animadverfigns of the Synod; to which alfo we fhall 
be ready to contribute our Endeavours. But wea 
prehended this to be a Cafe very fingular and extraor- 
dinary, fuch as deferv'd a feparate Confideration, That 
a Githop of this Church fhould, in his Writings, 
make void, and fet at nought thofe very Powers 
with which he himfelf is invefted; and which, by 
‘Virtue of his Office, he is bound to exercife: In 
particular, as otren as he confers holy Orders, infii- 
tutes to any Ecclefiaftical Benefices, or inflicts Spi- 
ritual Cenfures. Nor were we lef$ apprehentfive, 
that the Eminence of his Lordihip’s Station and 
Character, as it aggravates the Scandal, would alfo help 
to {pread the ill Influence, both farther and fafter, 
under that Colour of Argument, with which he en- 
deavours to cover thefe his pernicious Tenets. 

If your Grace and your Lordihips, after having ma- 
turely weigh’d the Premifes, {hall find juft Caute for 
the Complaints which have given Rife to this Repre- 
fentation, we reft affur'd, that, in your godly Zeal 
and great Wifdom, you will not fail to enter upon 
fome fpeedy and effectual Method; to vindicate the 
‘Honour of God and Religion, ‘that hath been fo 
deeply wounded ; to affert the Prerogative given to 
‘all godly Princes in holy Scriptures, that hath’ been 
{o maniteftly invaded ; and to refettle thofe weak and 
wavering Minds which may have been infnar’d or 
perplex’d by any of the unfound Doétrines ‘taught 
and publiih’d by this Right Reverend Bithop. 
Which your Lordihips pious Counfels and Ende 
yours will be attended with the united Prayers of us, 
our Brethren, whom we reprefent, and of all good 
Chriftian .People. 








This Reptefentation was not carry’d up to the Up- 
per Houfe; for the King being inform’d of the Mat-

themfelves to the Derifion of the fober Part of Man- 
kind, but even the Church of England it felf to the 
Infults of her Enemies ; as for thefe Things, we fay, 
we have neither Room nor Inclination to infert them ; 
and therefore we will now proceed to make good 
our Promife in the laft Xegifer, by giving our Readers 
an Account of 


The Tryal of Robert Earl of Oxford and. Earl Mor- 
timer. 





T HIS Tryal came on in Weftminfter- Hall, before the 
Houfe of Peers, on the 24th of Fune; but that 
we may be the more exact in our Account of it, we 
are oblig’d to go a little backwards, and take Notice, 
thaton the 22d of the preceding Month, the Earl ot 
Oxford, who had been a Prifoner near two Years in 
the Tower of London, caus’d a Petition to be prefented 
to the Houfe of Lords, fetting forth, * How long he 
had been confin’d, upon an Impeachment brought 
i Aaa him to their Lordihips Houfe, by the 
‘Commons of Great Britain, for High Treafon and 
‘other High Crimes and Mifdemeanors; fubmitting 
€ his Cafe to their Lordihips Confideration, and pray- 
‘ing, that his Imprifonment might not be indefinite.’ 
The Lord Trevor, who prefented this Petition, made 
along Speech in behalf of the Petitioner; and was 
feconded and back’d by the Duke of Buckingham, the 
Lord Harcourt, the Earls of Nottingham and Abingdon, 
and the Lord North and Grey. It was, among other 
Arguments, fuggefted, That the Impeachment was 
determin’d and {uperfeded by the Prorogation of the 
Parliament ; which being oppos’d by the Lord Con- 
inghy, a Committee of Lords was appointed to fearch 
Precedents ; and May 25, the Lord Trevor made his 
Report from the faid Committee ; upon which the 
Queftion was put, Whether the Earl of Oxford’s lm- 
peachment was fuperfeded, or determin’d by the Pro- 
rogation? Which occafion’d a long Debate. The 
Dukes of Buckingham and Argyls, the Earls of Notting- 
ham, Abingdon, Aylesford, and Ilay, the Lord = 
an 
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and Grey, and fome others, were for the Affirmative: 
But the Earl of Sunderland, the Lord Coningfby, and 
feveral others, maintain’d the Negative ; and the 
Lords Harcourt and Trevor being of this laft Opinion, 
the Queftion was carry’d in the Negative by $7 Voi- 
ces againft 45. After this, the Duke of Buckingham 
mov'd for fixing a Day for the Tryal of the Earl of 
Oxford; upon which a Committee was appointed 
to fearch the Journals of the Houfe for Precedents of 
the Lords Proceedings in the like Cafes. 
May 27. The Earl of Nottingham atk’d Leave to en- 
ter his Proteftagainft the above Refolution, which was 
ted ; and then the Lord Trevor, from the Lords 
mmittees, made a Report, containing feveral Pre- 
cedents from the Year 1666, to the Year 1716, of the 
Lords appointing the Day of Tryal upon Impeach- 
mentsof the Houfe of Commons, “The Clerk having 
read the faid Report a fecond Time, the Duke of Buck- 
ingham made a Speech, wherein, among other Things, 
his Grace reprefented, ‘ That it concern'd the whole 
© Peerage of Great Britain, to put a {peedy End to 
© this Affair, becaufe the Peers are chiefly liable to 
€ Profecutions of this Nature. That he would not 





_ © enter either into the Merits of the Caufe, or into 
© the Reafons which the Commons had for not pto- 
© fecuting their Impeachment i but that it was certain, 


¢ that the Peer who occafion’d this Debate, had been 
© confin’d about two Years; that unlef§ this Houle 
© interpos’d, his Imprifonment might become per- 
© petual ; and therefore, fince it appear’d by fo greata 
© Number of Precedents as had been laid before them, 
© that the Peers have an uncontefted Right to appoint 
© the Day of pyel they ought, in his Opinion, to 
© make ufe of that Right on this Occafion, 

© he doubted not butall the Members of that Affen- 
© bly would readily agree with him as to the Thing 
© it elf ; and if there were any Difference of Opinions 
Ys meee oe it would be as to the Day, That 
© confidering the advanc’d Seafon of the Year, and 
© the Approach of Summer, which render’d the being 
© in Town very ag ee and incommodious, he 
. —— not onl h Houfes of Parliament, but 
© the King himfelf, would be glad of a Recefs, to go 
* and enjoy the Country Air; and therefore he was 
© for appointing a fhort Day, and nam’d the 6th of 
© June following. The Lord Ferrers —-> 
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Duke of Buckingham; buttheEarl of Sunderland an{wer'd, 
That no Man hada greater Regard tothe Rights and 
Privileges of the Heeraef ior would do more to main- 
tain them, than himfelf: That on the one Hand, he 
had a heaxty Concern for the Sufferings of thofe who 
have the Misfortune to Jie under Impeachme nts : 
That he had alread cg os ag in the Cafe of the 
Farl of Strafford, of the Delays of the Commons in 
thefe Profecutions, becaufe he thought the whole 
Peerage concern’d therein; but that, on the other 
Hand, there might ‘be juft Reafons for thefe Delays ; 
and therefore, in order to preferve a good Correfpon- 
dence between the two Houfes, he was either for 
fending a Meffage to the Commons, to know whe- 





_ther they were ready for the Tryal of the Earl of 


Oxford, orto fix the 13th of June next for the faid 
Tryal. The Lord Vifcount Townfhend, who {poke 
next, faid, © That the Saturday before, when another 
€ Queftion relating to this Affair, was under Debate, 
‘the Houfe feem’d inclin’d to appoint a fhort Day; 
¢ that a noble Lord had made a Motion for it; and fo 
‘he was for the 6th of June.’ Altho’ his Lordihip 
back’d the Duke of Buckingham’s Opinion, yet his 
Grace faid, That noble,Peer ought nor to bring in a 
Motion made before, as au Inftance of the Senfe and 
Inclination of the Houfe ; urging, That a Motion is 
nothing of it felf, unlefs it be feconded, and after- 
wards comfirm’d by a Vote; but that any Member of 
that Affembly was at Liberty to name what Day he 
leas’d. After this, my Lord Coning/by made a Speech, 
importing in Subftance, ‘ That it appear’d, indeed, 
* by the Report of the Commitiee that had been read 
© tothem, that, in Cafes of Impeachments, the Lords 
£ have the Right to appoint the Day of Tryal; but 
€ that it appeard, at the fame Time, that they had 
§ feldom exercis’d that Right, ’till after they had been 
* acquainted by the Commons, that they were ready 
$ for the Tryal. Thar if the Peeis a&ed otherwife, 
$ on this Occafion, it might create a Mifunderftand- 


- $ ing between both Houfcs, which might be attended 


with dangerous Confeyuences. That the Inftance 
6 of the four Peers who were impeach’d towards the 
End of the late King William’s Reign, which was 
* much infifted on, was an odious Precedent, and 
€ fuch as, he hop'd, would not be followd at this 
$ Time. That theiefore it was his Opinion, before 
_ ee © they 
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P they procéeded farther in this Matter, to fend’a Mef. 
< fage to the Commons, to give them Notice to pte- 
¢ pare for the Tryal of the Earl of Oxford; and then, 
« upon the Anfwer of the Commons, the Peers 
« might determine what they fhould think’ proper, 
« Urging, that this Method aos the more rea. 
fonable, becaufe feveral Accidents had interven’d 
« Which had interrupted the Proceedings of the Com- 
« mons, and in particular, the Prorogation of the Par. 
« liament. That he would charge no Body with fucha 
< Defign; but that he could not forbear faying, That 
the faid Prorogation feem’d to have no other View, 
than to fcreen great Offenders from the Juftice of the 
© Nation ; arid that this was the more apparent, from 
€ the great Struggle thére was in that Houfe, the'Sa 
* turday before, to procure a Vote, That the Im- 
**peachments were fuperfeded by the Prorogation. 
© That this, however, was certain, that the Com- 
© mons had thereby loft the living Evidence they had 
© in their Hands; one Prior, one Harley, &c. having 
€ been fet at Liberty by the Favour of the Proroga- 
* tion. » Several Members feem’d offended at 
his Lordthip’s naming Perfons in that Manner; and 
the Lord North and Grey, who fpoke next, faid, a 
mong other Things, That that noble Lord had been 
fo long among the Commons, that he appear’d to be 
very well acquainted with, and be much concern’d for 
their Privileges; but that he muft give Leave to thole 
who were born Peers, to take Care of their own. Tint 
the greateft Prerogative of the Peers, was to ‘be the 
fupreme Court of Judicature; and as they were the 
dernier Reffort of Jultice, fo he doubted not but 
they would ever make Juftice the Rule and Standard 
of their Proceedings. That the whole Peerage was 
concern’d in the Earl of Oxfords Cafe ; and therefore 
he was for appointing the thort Day that had been 
nam’d for his Tryal. The Duke of Buckingham, who 
back’d the Speech, animadverted, in particular, upon 
what the: Lord Coning/by had infinuated about the Fro- 
rogation, faying, That fuch an Infinuation was a 
raigning either the Royal Prerogative of Proroguing 
and Diffolving Parliaments, whenever the Crown 
thinks it convenient, or the Kings Privy Council, 
who might advifé the Exercife of the faid Prerogative. ' 
My Lord Harcourt made afterwards a very fine Day 
wherein having, in the firft Place, thew'd the Ne on 
I 
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fry of putting, an End fo this Affair, he {4id, ‘ They 
€ ought, inshis Opinion, to give the Commons a lon- 
¢ ger Day than had, etsbeen propofeds thar on this 
© Occafion, they;ought- to proceed according to the 
© Rules. of wity ang dnitice and even of the inferiour 
¢ Courts, who, the longer a Caufe had been fixfpended, 
* by unforefeen Interruptions, allow dthe more Time to 
¢ the Counfel to, prepare.for Tryal. That it was his Opi- 
¢ nion, that the poperdiay, pearined itwere peremp- 
‘tory, was the fhorteft Way to enaks an End of 
‘ this Bufinefs ; for if.they appointed. a fhoxt Day, 
Cit might occafion, Difputes.. and ,. Conferences 
‘ between ithe two ules which. woukl.take up a 
© oreat deal of Time. Concluding, it was to.be hop’d, 
‘ that ifthe Peers allaw,d a xeafonable Time for the 
€ Tryal, it would not be prevented bya Prorogation ; 
 efpecially confidering how long the Peer who lay 
‘ under the.Impeachment, had been isgnfind. > The 
Duke of Buckingham. faid thereupon, That he did 
‘not underftand the Paradox that was juft now ad- 
* vanc’d; viz. that theJongeft Day was the thorteft Way 
‘tocome toa Determination of this Affair ; that let 
‘the Peers appoint what, Day they think fir, yet the 
‘Commons have ftilla Right todemand more Time; 





nor can the Lords, in Juftice, denyyit, if the Com- 


‘mons thew juft Reafons for t emand. And as 
‘forthe Prorogation, which ‘twas apprehended might 
c peveyit the Iuyal,,that entirely depended on the ° 
© Koyal Prerogative ;,and if fuch a Thing ihould hap- 
© pen, no Body could fay any Thing to.it; concluding, 
‘ oe whatever he had faid on.this Oceafion, was 
© merely.out of Regard to publick nikices and to the 
‘Prerogatives of the Peerage; for, he hop’d, no 
‘ Body. would fulpest him of Partiality..to the Lord 
‘ who.occafion’d this'Debate.’ His Grace having done 
fpeaking, the Queftion was put, That she 6th of June 
he appointed for the Tryal of the Earl of Oxford and 
£arl Mortimer ; which being carry’d ,in the Negative 
by 85 Votes againft qq ;, then it was carry’d, without 
dividing, that the 133h of June be the Day appoinred ; 
and a Meffage was immediately fent to the Commons 
} to acquaint them therewith. 
May 30. The Commons having taken the faid Mef-

teé, the following Perfons, viz: Lawrence Carter Efq; Sir 
‘William Thomp/on, Knt. Sollicitor-General and Recorder 
“of London, Mr. Serjeant Birch, ‘Mr. Serjeant Pengelly. 
Mr. Serjeant Reynolds, and William Guidott, Efq; all 
‘eminent Lawyers: And it was order’d, That rhe aid 
°Committee~bave Tower to fend for Perfons, Papers, and

¢ ftill am .of Opinion, that the Meafures which this 
© Noble Lord enter d into, as Prime Minifter, have, if

« Jaida. Foundation for:the Ruin of his Country. i 
§ have alveady declar’d, that Ihave, in every Part of 
* the Accufation, voted againft'this Noble Lord. As to 
£ the Articles of High Crimes and:Mifdemeanors, I he- 
© lieve there’sino Body but thinks there was fufticient 
< Ground for them: As tothe High Treafon, wherelay 
© theonly Difficulty, d muit freely own, had 1 con- 
£ fulted only my private Opinion, I could fcarce have

 nimous Opinion of the Committee,might be given in 
© Wefiminfter-Hall ; and!he hop’d, that fince the Houfe 
€ had thought fit to repofe a Confidence in them 
© *twould not be expected the Ewidence dhould be dif- 
* cover'd, left it might give them an Opportunity of 
* being feduc’d: This, I fay, and ‘this alone, fway'd

€ fiderations b can’t but think I fhould have been ex- 
¢treamly wanting in that Duty which I owe to my 
¢ Country, if Tihould have declin’d giving my Vote 
‘to bring an Offender to publick Juftice ; when, at 
¢the fame Time, F'was fully convine’d that he had 
€ betray’d the Honour and Intereft of this Nation. — 





This pathetick Speech rouz’d the Houfe out of that 
kind of Lethargy they feem’d to be in ; and Mr. Brom- 
ley taking Notice, that the Dint of it was principally 
levell’d at Mr. Walpole, endeavour’d, in fome Meafure, 
to vindicate him, by faying, ‘ That tho’ he was Chair- 
‘man of the Secret Committee, yet, if any Thing 
‘were done amifs among them, it were hard to lay 
© all the Blame at his Door, fince the whole Committee 
‘were equally concern’d in the Impeachements.’ As 
to the Matter now under Confideration, Mr Bromley 
added, ‘ That they had been told above a Year and a 
‘Half ago, that the Evidence was ready; but that 
they ought not to give the Lords the Trouble of go- 
‘ing thro’ the whole Impeachment, fince, in his 
‘Opinion, twenty of the Articles were altogether 
‘vain and needlefs.” Some Members being thock’d 
at this Affertion, Mr. Bromley immediately explain’d 
himfelf, faying, ‘ That if the two Articles that were 
‘for High Treafon, could be made good, the other 
‘twenty would be needlefg and infignificant.’ Mr. 
Shippen, who {poke on the fame Side, faid, among 
other Things, ‘ That this Impeachment had been -de- 
$ fending fo long, that every Body expected it would 
‘be dropt; and, indeed, unlefs the two Articles of 
‘High Treafon could be made good, he thought it 
* ‘unreafonable to give the two Houfés an unneceflary 
©Trouble about the other Articles, by keeping them 
* fitting in the hotteft Part of the Summer : That, 
tafter all, thofe who had firft begun the bmpeach- 
‘ments, ought to be fatisfy'd with having got the 
¢ Places of thofe that were impeach’d; which, indeed, 
‘feem'd to be what they had principally in View: 
‘ That the Truth of this appear'd evidently from the 
¢ Behavjour of the Gentleman who was the moft for- 
¢ ward and attive in the Impeachments, whofe Warmth 
* was very much abated fince he was out of Place: 
‘That he did not mention this as a Reficction on 
‘that Gentleman, for whonr he ever had a great Re- 
§ {pect ; but that he was afraid this would lefien him 
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“in the Efteem of others: That, for his own Part, he 
© was not in the leaft furpriz’d at his Condu&; of 
© which he had, of late, obferv’d many Inftances ; but 
© that he ever difapprov’d it: That if he would have 
© been a Time-ferver, he might, as well as other Peoples 
have got fome good Employment ; but that he rat 

© chofe to be contented with a finall private Fortune, 
© than betray his Sentiments : And as an Inftance, he 
* added, he could never be guilty of fo much Adula- 
€ tion, as to compliment a certain Perfon with the 
© Rank of Second General, (meaning the Lord Cadogan) 
€ to the Prejudice of an honourable and worthy Mem- 
© ber of that Houfe, (meaning General Webb) whofe 
¢ glorious Actions had gain’d him an immortal Name, 
Mr. Hungerford then faid, ‘ That tor his own Part, 
‘he ever was againft Impeachments, becaufe he had 
© obferv’d that they generally come to nothing; and 
© as for the Reflection made by the worthy Gentleman 
who fpoke laft, he fuppos’d it was meant for fome 
© Body elfe? Looking, as he fpoke this, towards Sir 
Fofeph Fekyll, who fat negr him, and who, fome Days 
before, had fpoken in behalf of the Lord Cadogan, 
Sir Jofeph juftify’d himfelf, both as to this, and as to 
the Share he had in the Impeachment of the Earl of 
Oxford ; which ’twas eafy for him to do, having, from 
the Beginning, been againft the Articles for High 
Treafon. After this, Mr, Walpole made a feint — 
gy for himfelf, faying, among other Things, ‘ That 
The had of late look’d over fome of the moft material 





* Papers relating to this Impeachment, and he was 
¢ ftill convinc’d in his Conftience, that the late Mini- 
© ftry had even themfelves up entirely, and were rea- 


$ dy to deliver up the Nation to France.’ But havin 

jet drop an Infinuation, as if many who follow'd his 
Opinion in the Bufinefs of the Impeachments, did it 
rather out of Compliment to his Power, than to his 
Perfon, Mr. Tufnel, juitly refenting this Inauendo, 
immediately repell’d the Dint of it, at leaft, in Ke- 
lation to himfelf, by appealing to that honourable 
Member, * Whether he ever made his Court to him? 
*And whether he had not paid him more Refpect 
* finee he was out, then when he was in Place? On 
the other Hand, Mr. Lechmere ftrongly fupported the 
Motion for the Meliage, and, among other Things, 
faid, ¢ It was no Wonder that a certain Set of Men, 
* who. had, at fyft, oppos’d the Impeachments, Road

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now be for letting them grop ; and that this was yet 
‘ the lefs poprzin 3, in that the fame Gentlemen ha:

© conftant os’d all that had becn propos’d for thé 
¢ Support of the prefent happy Settlement : But that for 
* his own Part, he was of the fame Opinion he ever 
¢ had been of, viz. that the Nation couid not pro‘per, 
¢ ill they had brought thofe to Juitice, who betray'd 
* its Allies in fo fcandalous a Manner, and brought it 
© to the very Brink of Ruin ; and that he would ven- 
‘ ture his Life in this Profecution.” Afver this, it was 
arty’d, without dividing, That the Meffage be fence 
to the Lords ; which being done the fame Day, their 
Lordihips took it’ immediately into Confideration. 
The Earl of Sunderland mov'd to allow the Commons 
aFortnight longer ; but the Duke of Devonfpire faid, 
twelve Days were fufficient ; and fo mov’d, That the 
Tryal be farther adjourn’d to Monday the z4th of fune. 
The Lords Trevor, Harcourt, North and Grey, and fome 
others, infifted, That the Lords having fix’d a peremp- 
tory Day for the Tryal, they ought not to grant any 
farther Time: But the Queftion being put upon the 
Duke of Devonfbire’s Motion, it was carry’d in the 
Affirmative, by a Majority of 79 Voices againft 57. 
June 13. The Lords fent a Metlage to the Commons, 
to acquaint them with the faid Reiolution; which the 
Commons having, on the rath of June, taken into 
Confideration, it was order’d, 1. That Managers be 
appointed to make good the Articles of Impeachment 
ee Robert Earl of Oxford and Earl Mortimer. 2.That 
ie Committee who were appointed to confider of the 
State of the faid Impeachment, be the faid Managers. 
(To whom four other Gentienien were this Day added by the 
Houfe.) 2. That the faid Committee have Power to 
fend for fuch Perfons, Papers, and Records, 4s {hall 
be thought neceffary to be us’d at the Trya! of the faid 
Earl ; and that they have Power to fit de Die in Diem, 
and to adjourn to fuch Time and Place as they think 
fit; and they to prepare Evidence, and proceed in the 
moft fpeedy and fecret Way they can, for the Advan- 
tage of the Profecution. And g. That Anthony Crotch- 
rode be appointed Sollicitor to attend the Managers in 
vrofecuting the Articles of Impeachment againft the 
faid Earl, 7 
Fune 18. The Commonis order’d, That fuch Mem- 
of the Committee appointed to be Managers at 
the Tryal of the Earl ar igin as are Jultices of the 
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Peace for the County of Middlefex, be impower'd to 

examine, in the moft folemn Manner, fuch Perfonsas 

an ee judg’d neceflary to be produc’d,at the faid 
ryal, pat 

On the Day appointed by the Lords, viz, Monday 
the 24th of June, the Commons refolv’d, That this 
Houfe will be prefent at the Tryal of Robert Earl of 
Oxford and Earl Mortimer, as a Committee of the 
whole Houfe ; and order'd, 1, That the Managets ap. 
pointed to make good the Articles of Impeachment 
again{t the faid Earl, do firft go out of the Houfe to 
the Places appointed for them in Wefminfler-Hall, be- 
fore the other Members do go out of the Houfe. 2, That 
after Mr. Speaker hall have left the Chair, the Mem- 
bers be call'd over by the Clerk, by their Countie,, 
as ufual, for their more regular Proceeding. 3. That 
no Member do prefume to go out of the 1. till 
the County for which he ferves be call’d. 4. That no 
Perfons but Members of this Houfe do prefume to fit 
in the Flacesappointed forthe Members in Weftmin- 
feer-Hall. 5, That the Pafflages for the Members of this 
Houfe to and from their Places in Weftminfter-Hall, be 
kept clear, Gc. 6. That the Serjeant at Arms do take 
into his Cuflody all fuch Perfons as hall be, or thall 
attempt to come into the Places prepar’d tor the Mem- 
bers of this Houfe, &’c. And 7. That the Names of 
the Committee appointed to be Managers, be call’d 
over. Which being done accordingly, the Houfe re- 
folv’d it felf into a Committee of the whole Houle, 
in order to be prefent at the faid Tryal. 

The Managers and other Members of the Houfe of 
Commons, ina grand Committee, being come into 
Weftminfter- Halland having taken their refpective Places; 
the Lords came likewife thither,’ in the like Solemnity 
as was obferv’d at the Tryal of the Earl of Wintoun, 
(which fee in Regifter No. 3. Pag. 237.) and being 
feated as ufual, the Clerk of the Crown order’d the 
Serjeant at Arms to make Proclamation for Silence; 
which being done, another Proclamation was made 
for the Lieutenant of the Tower to bring his Prifoner 
to the Bar. Upon ‘which the Eart oF Oxford was 
brought to the Bar by the Deputy-Lieutenant of the 
Towerr,having the Axe carry’d before him by the 
Gentleman Jaylor of the Tower, who ftood with i 
on the left Hand_of the Prifoner, with the Edg 
turn’d from him, The Earl of Oxford, when he ape 

proach’d- 
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oach’d the Bar, after knecling; bowd to the Lord 
High Steward, and to the Houle: of Peers, which Ci- 
vility was return’d to him by his Grace and their 
Lordfhips. Then, by theLord High Steward’sCommands, 
were read, f. The Articles of mpeachment exhibited 
by the Commons. 2.‘ The Prifoner’s Anfiwer to them; 
and 3. The Replication of the Commons ; but thefe 
three Pieces we are oblig’d to omit, not only for want 
of Room, but likewife becaufe being of the Year 
171¢, they are precedent to our Undertaking, and ex- 
duded from itin Point of Time. After the Reading 
of thofe Inftraments, the Lord High Steward addrefs'U 
himfelf to the Prifoner at the Bar in thie following 
Manner. 





¢ Rim Earl: of Oxford and Earl Mortimer, it has 

© Been ufual, before the Commons proceed, to 
‘ fay fomething from’ this Place to Perfons in your 
€ Lordihip’s ‘prefent Condition, partly by way of Ex- 
€ hortation ‘to a reafonable Confidence in the great 
© Honour, Wifdom, Integrity, and Candour of their 
* Judges > the Houfe of Lords in Parliament affembled, . 
‘and partly by ‘way of Direction, to aflift them in

Then the Lord High Steward, with the Lords Leave, 
went down, and having feated_himfelf by the Table, 
told the Gentlemen of the Houfe of Commons, That 
they might proceed: And then Mr. Hampden, one of 
the Managers for the Houfe of Commons, made the 
following Speech. . 


My Lords, 
’ HE Commons of Great Britain in Parliament 
¢ affembled, out of indifpenfible Duty to their 
* Country, and Zeal for the Prefervation of the com- 
€mon Liberties of Zurope, have brought to your 
© Lordihips Bar,’ Robert Earl of Oxford and Earl Mor- 
® timer, late High Treafurer and Privy Counfellor of 
© this Kingdom, charg’d with the higheft Crimes and 
© Mifdemcanors by him committed and done againft 
© the Perfon, Crown, and Dignity of his Sovereign, 
the Peace and Intereft of this Kingdom, and in 
© Breach of the feveral Trufts repofed in him. 
¢ The Commons, in their Charge, fet forth the many 
£ folemn Treaties and Alliances which had been en- 
© ter'd into between the Crown of. Exgland, and other 
¢ Princes and Potentates of Europe, for their mutual 
¢ Satety, from the Confiderations of the common 
¢ Danger which then threaten’d all Chriftendom 
© from the immoderate Growth of the Power af 
© France. ; 
© They likewife take Notice to your Lordthips, of 
© the profperous and flourifhing Condition which the 
¢ Liberties of Zurope were in, when, under _thele 
© Treaties and Alliances, it pleas’d Almighty God to 
¢ blefs the Confederate Arms, under the Command of 
€ their great and victorious General the Duke of 
© Marlborough, with fuch a Series of Succeffes, as far 
© exceeded their own Expectations, and by the Wif- 





€ dom and Unanimity of their Counfels, many fignal 


© Advantages, both by Sea and Land, were obtain’d 
© againftthe common Enemy, whereby the Glory of 
§ the Confederare Arms in general, and the Reputation 
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© of Great Britain in particular, were rais'd toa higher 
‘ Pitch than in any former Age. * 

¢ That in this profperous Condition of Affairs, the 
¢ Prifoner at the Bar, with other evil-minded Perfons, 
‘ Enemies to the true Intereft of their Country, as 
¢ well as to the common Liberties and Weltate of 
© Europe, did, by many wicked Arts and Infinuations, 
* obtain Accefs to her late Majelty Queen Anne, got 
‘into her Councils, and into Places of the highelt 
¢ Truft, to make way for his and their pernicious En- 
‘ terprizes, form’d a treacherous Correfpondence with 
¢ the Emiflaries of France, and gave falfe and pernici- 
© ous Counfels to her Majefty, 

¢ The particular Articles exhibited by the Commons, 
‘to which proper Evidence will be apply’d, contain 
‘ a Charge, par 

© That this great Perfon at the Bar, having no Re- 
¢ a to the Honour or Safety of his Sovereign, or 
‘ thefe Kingdoms, wherewirh he was entrufted, or to 
‘the many folemn Engagements with the old and 
¢ faithful Allies of this Nation ; but being devoted to 
© the Intereft and Service of the common Enemy, did, 
* by private and fecret Negociations, in Breach of all 
€ publick Faith, malicioufly and wickedly cultivate 
‘and improve the Demands of the Enemies of his 
‘ Country, more to their Advantage than they them- 
¢ felves could have ever hop’d for. 

¢ That by clandeftine and fecret Negociations with 
‘the Enemies of England, he gave up the particular 
‘ Intereft of his own Country; that he affum’d to 
© himfelf regal Power, and ina Time of open War, 
took upon himfelf'to meet and treat with the Ene- 
€ my, without any Authority or Power from his So- 
‘ vereign, and did what in him lay to fubvert the 
‘ ae and eftablith’d Conftitution of this King- 
§ dom. 

© That he conceal’d the Advice and pernicious In- 
€ fluence, whereby he had engag’d his Sovereign, and 
€ proftituted her Honour, which had been rais’d to the 
L Figher Pitch of Glory abroad, and been juitly held 
‘in Veneration with her Allies; and the Royal Hand 
§ was, by the wicked Arts of the Prifoner at the 
‘ Bar, made the Inftrument to advance the Intereft of 
¢ the common Enemy. } 

¢ That by deceitfully amufing the Allies of the 
§ Crown of Great Britain, and by private, pee, 
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aang itt able Be Ociations, enter’d into and car- 
“ryd on by the Prifoner at the Bar, a lafting Re- 
€ preach was brought upon this Nation, and the 

© publick Faith of many Treaties, wherein England 
’ © was engag’d in the moft facred and folemn Manne, 
was ‘notorioufly violated, and the faithful Allies of 
the Crown amus’d and deceiv’d. 

€ That the Prifoner at the Bar did, in the mof 
fatal Manner, impofe upon and delude his Sovereign, 
in accepting a pretended Expedient trom the Enemy, 
which the Enemy at the fame Time declar'd to be 
null and void. That the moft unjuftifiable and de- 
ftrustive Meafures were taken by him to diffolve the 
whole Contederacy,without any Regard to Religion, 
Liberty, or the Faith of Treaties ; and in Confide- 
ration of his wicked Advice, great Numbers of the 
Confederate Troops, who had, on many Occafions, 
fignaliz’d themfelves in the Defence of the Caufe of 
Europe, Were given up as a Sacrifice to the Fury and 
Revenge cf the Etiemy. 

My Lords, 

£ The Commons, in their Charge, fet forth the par- 
ticular Meafures concerted and tiken by the Prifoner 
at the Bar, to compleat the DeftruStion of the com- 
mon Cau‘e of ‘Europe, and the Proteftant Succeflion 
to the Crown of thefe Realms. And they charge, 

¢ That the Prifoner now before your Lordithips, 
did traireroufly aid, affift, and adhere to the Enemies 
of his Queen and Country, and advifed and pro- 
moted the giving up to thofe Enemies the important 
Town and Fortrefs of Tournay, together with Spain 
and the Weft-Indies. 

‘That he facrific’d the Trade and Commerce of 
Great Britain to its common Enemy, without the 
leaft Shadow of Advantage procur’d to thefe King- 
doms ; and betray’d the national Faith and Honour 
of the Crown, employing againft his Imperial Ma- 
jefty, (the great and faithful Ally of this Kingdom) 
the Naval Power of the Crown, and the Supplies 
¢ granted by Parliament, in dire&t Violation of the 
* Grand Alliance, and contrary to Her Majefty’s re- 
‘ peated Declarations trom the Throne, and her plain 
€ and full Inftruétions to her Plenipotentiaries at 
© Utrecht. 

‘ That he took upon himfelf to exercife the moft 
¢ arbitrary and unwarrantable Authority ; affumning te 
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© himfelf the chief DireGtion and Influence in her late 
© Majefty’s Councils, and moft wickedly proftituted 
‘the Honour of the Crown, and the Dignity of 
© Tarliaments, totally depriving her Majefty ot the 
© wholefome and neceflary Advice of her Parliament, 
© and mifreprefenting the moft.effential Parts of the 
¢ Negociations of Peace, to obtain the Sanction of 
* Parliament to his wicked and pernicious Proceedings, 
‘ thereby fatally deceiving her Majefty, her Allies, her 
¢ Parliament, and her People, by feveral talfe Speeches 
© and Declarations, concerted and advifed by him, to

¢ That he had us’d his utmoft Endeavours to fubvert

¢ and only Security of the Prerogative of the Crown, 
¢ and of the Rights, Liberties, and Properties of the 
© People ; and moft wickedly attempted to deftroy the 
‘ Freedom and Independency of this nohle Houfe, the 
‘ _ Ornament and neareit Support of the Crown ; 
* difguifing his mifchievous Intentions under Pretence 
* of fuperior Zeal for the Prerogative of the Crown: 
* but by his falfe Advice, her Majefty was depriv'd of 
€ the feafonable and wholefome Counfels of her Par- 
‘ liament, and the Prerogative perverted to the Dil- 
¢ honour of the Crown, and the irreparable Mifchiet 
© to the Conftitution of Parliament. 

My Lords, 

© The Commons have farther charg’d the noble 
¢ Lord with Corruptions, in illegally mifapplying 
© Moneys appropriated by Varliament, and with pre- 
© venting any Parliamentary Enquiry into the fame, 
© to the Reproach and Scandal of Parliaments, in 
‘ Breach of his Truft, the higheft Abufe of the Good- 
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nefs of his Sovereign, and the greateft Injuftice and 
Qppreflion of her Subje&ts.; and that he defrauded 
her Jate Majefty of the publick Money with which 
he was entrufted, for the Support of the Honour and 
Dignity of the Crown. 
. That this great Perfon did affume to himfelf the 
fupreme Direction in her !ate Majefty’s Councils, and 
did introduce to her Majefty; for a pretended publick 
Minifter, a Traytor in Difguife, nam’d in the Ar- 
ticles; and gave fuch Traytor feveral confiderable 
Sums out of her Majefty’s Treafure, in a fictitious 
and feandalous Manner ; fuch Perfon being fent in- 
to this Kingdom, under falfe Fretences, fecretly to 
omote the Intereft of the Pretender, whereby the 
rifoner at the Bar did ungratefully expofe the Per- 
fon of her Majefty, and notorioutly encourage the 
Adherents of the-Pretender, to the apparent Dan- 
er of the Proteftant Succeflion to the Iniperial 
crown of thefe Realms. And, 
€ Laftly, That this great Perfon at the Bar, did, by 
the moft falfe and wicked Counfels and Prattices, 
betray and give up, as a Sacrifice to the implacable 
Refentments of their enrag’d and. powerful Enemy, 
a free and generous People, the faithful and ufeful 
Allies of this Kingdom, the brave Catalans ; who, by 
the evil Meafures concerted and taken by the Pri- 
foner at the Bar, were tetray’d into irrecoverable 
Slavery, and the Honour of the _ Britifp Nation, dl- 
ways renown'd for the Love of Liberty, and for 
giving Protection to the diftrefs'd Afferters. of it, 
therein moft bafely proftituted by the pernicious and 
deteftable Counfel of the Prifoner at the Jar. 
© Thus your Lordthips have a View of the Guilt in 
which the Treafons and other Crimes committed by 
the Prifoner at the Bar, have involv’d him: And it 
is with Aftonithment the Commons obferve, that 
his Defence is an Attempt to afperfe the Memory of 
his Royal Miftrefs with the ASlame of what was 
tranfacted during his Adminiftration, which by im- 
pofing upon her, he had effected againft her Honour, 
and the Good of his Country, thereby attempting 
to reftec&t upon the Juftice of the Houfe of Com- 
¢ mons, and to caftan Odium upon their Proceedings 
‘againft him. But we doubt not your Lordthips Vin- 
¢ dication of the Honour of her late Majefty, and the 
* Proceedings of the Commonsin this Pro | 
‘ The 
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© The Commons think it their Duty to exprefs the 
© utmoft Abhorrence of the traitorous and wicked Pro- 
‘ceedings of the Prifoner at the Bar, and to fhew 
‘their Refentment againft him, as the Author and 
¢ Promoter of them. 

¢ They have tound him abufing and betraying the 
¢ Honour of his Royal Miftrefs, into whofe Favour he 
¢ had infinuated himfelf for the moft deftructive and 
© wicked Purpofes. They have found him infidiouily 
¢ dividing and weakening usand our Allies ; betraying 
© our Counfels, traitoroufly giving up our {trong Holds, 
‘ Fortreffes and Defences of Europe, and her moft 
‘ wealthy and flourifhing Countries, to the common 
‘Enemy in Time of open War ; and contriving and 
€ effecting the Diffolution of the greateft and moft 
‘noble Confederacy that ever was torm’d and united 
‘in Defence of the Proteftant Intereft, and the 
© glorious Liberties of Europe. 

¢ They have found him attempting to deprive thefe 
‘Kingdoms of the only Bleffing left to their Hopes, 
‘and which by the Providence of God only they 
‘ now enjoy, the moft aufpicious Government of his 
€ prefent Majefty, the greateit and beft of Princes, 
‘whofe Magnanimity, Wifdom, Piety, and other 
© Princely Virtues have fill’d the Imperial Throne of 
© Great Britain with a Luftre unknown inany former 
© Age. Inthis Attempt, the Noble Lord at the Bar 
‘ wickedly endeavour'd to deteat us of our happy 
‘ Profpect of lafting Felicities, in a long Succeflion o 
* Froteftant Princes in the Royal Line of his moft 
excellent Majefty, the moft illuftrious Prince and 
© Princefs of Wales, and their Iflue, eminently en- 
‘dow'd with all Graces and Accomplifhments for 
‘ making a generous and free People happy : On_the 
© Continuance of which Succeffion, next under God, 
€ all that is dear and valuable to us entirely depends. 

My Lords, 

¢ The Commons juftly refent and deteft the Re- 
‘ proach brought upon the Faith and Honour of their 
*Country, by the great evil Minifter at the Bar: 
‘but they promife themfelves, your Lordfhips will 
© everbea Terror to all evil Minifters, how Great fo- 
ever ; and that your Lordthips can never fail to do 
ese to your injur’d Country, upon all pertidious 
*Counfellors, who lie in wait to deftroy our Reli- 
‘gion, Laws, and Liberties. 
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When Mr. Hambden had ended, Sir Fofeph Fekyl 
ftood up, in order to proceed on the firft Article of 
the Impeachment ; but as he was beginning to fpeak, 
he was interrupted by the Lord Harcourt, who figni- 
fy’d to their Lordihips, that, before the Managers for 
the Commons proceeded tarther, he had fomething 
to offer to their Lordihips ; who thereupon adjourn’d 
to their own Houfe, and the Commons return’d to 
theirs. 

When the Lords were return’d to their Houfe, the 
Lord Harcourt reprefented to them, ‘ That to go thro’ 
€ all the Articles of Impeachment, would take up a 
© great deal of Time to little Purpofe ; for if the 
s Conese could make good the two Articles for 
© High Treafon, the Earl of Oxford muft forfeit both 
© Lifeand Eftate, and there would be an End of the 
© Matter ; whereas to proceed in the Method the 
© Commons propos’d, would draw the Trial into a 
© prodigious Length: Befides, it would be a great 
. Hardihip upon a Peer, who had already undergone 
© fo long a Confinement, to appear every Day at their 
€ Bar like a Traitor, and be at laft found guilty only 
© of High Crimes and Mifdemeanours : He therefore 
© movd, That the Commons might not be admitted 
© to proceed in order to make good the Articles a- 
€ gainft the Earl of Oxford for High Crimes and Mif- 
- sovetpnarh ‘till Judgment was firft given upon the 
© Articles for High Treafon.” The Lord Harcourt was 
feconded, and back’d by the Lord Trevor and the 
Earls of dnglefey and Nottingham : But the Lord Perker 
anifwer’d them, ‘ That in all Courts of Judicature, ‘tis 
€ the ufual and conftant Method to go thro’ all the 
¢. Evidence before Judgment be given upon any Part 
© of the Accufation. That tho’ the Houfe of Peers 
€ bethe fupream Court of the Kingdom, yet it has 
¢ ever a Regard to the Rules of Equity and Juftice, 
¢ and even to the Forms obferv’d in the Courts be- 
© low: And as for the Prifoner’s appearing in the 
© abject Condition of a Traitor, it was but a Piece 0 
¢ Formality, which did him no Manner of Hurt, and 
€ to which Perfons of the higheft Rank had ever fub- 
¢ mitted, in order to clear their Innocence. The 
of Sundertand.the Lord Coningf>y, and the Lord Cadogan 
{peke.on the fame Side ; but the Dukes of Bucking- 
ham arid Argyle, the Earl of Ilay, the Bithop of o- 
chefter, the Lord North and Grey, the Lord Townfiews; 
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and feveral others, having ftrenuoufly fupported the 
Lord Harcourt’s Motion, it was carry’d in the Affir- 
mative bya Majority of 88 Voices againft 56. 

The Lords being about to go down again to We/f- 
ninfler-Hall, {ent a Meffage to the Commons to ac- 
quaint them therewith ; upon which the Commons, 





‘in a Committee of the whole Houfe, return’d alfo to 


Weftminfler-Hall, where the Lord High Steward ac- 
guainted_ the Managers with their Lordfhip’s Refolu- 
tion : © That the Commons be not admitted to pro- 
$ ceed in order to make good the Articles againtt 
© Robert Earl of Oxford and Earl Mortimer, for High 
‘Crimes and Mifdemeanours, ‘till Judgment be firlt 
‘ given upon the Articles for High Treafon.’ Here- 
upon Sir William: Thompfon, Solicitor-<zeneral, one 
of the Managers for the Commons, acquainted their 
Lordihips, ¢ That they conceiv’d it to be fo much the 
¢ undoubted Right of the Commons to proceed in 
‘their own Method, in Maintenance .of the Articles 
¢ exhibited by them, and did apprehend that this Re- 
€ folution of their Lordthips might be of fatal Confe- 
¢ quence to the Rights and Privileges of all the Com- 
¢ mons of Great Britain, that they could not take up- 
ton them to proceed any farther, without reforting 
© tothe Houfe of Commons for their Directions there- 
‘in.’ Upon this the Lords and Commons went up 
to their refpective Houfes ; and Mr. Solicitor-Genera} 
having made his Report to the Commons of what ha 
pafs’d in Weftminjter-Halt, the faid Report was order’d 
to be taken into Confideration the next Morning. Ir 
is to be obferv’d, that upon a Report, that the Lord 
Cadogan had given Direétions for the Earl of Oxford 
to be brought from the Tower by Water, the Earl ot 
Strafford mov'd, that the Lieutenant: of the Tower be 
examin’d about it; which being done accordingly, 
the later declar’d, that he receiv'd no fuch DireStions 
from any Body. However, the Earl of Oxford was 
remanded to the Tower in a Coach, 

Fune 25. The Commons having the next Morning 
taken Mr, Solicitor-General's Report into Confidera- 
tion, order’d their Managers to fearch Precedents in 
Relation to the Proceedings of the Commons in 
Profecution of Impeachments ; alter which they re- | 
ceivd a Meflage. from the Lords, to acquaint them, 
© That their Lordihips had order'd Rodert Earl of Ox- 
© ford and Earl Mortimer, to be brought to the Bar of 
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© their Houfe in Weftminfter-Hall that Day at Eleven a 
© Clock inthe Forenoon.’ Hereupon it was refolv'd, 
Nemine Contradicente, ‘That a Meflage be fent to the 
© Lords, acquainting their Lordthips, that rhe Com- 
© mons have taken into Confideration their Lordthips 
© Refolution communicated to their Managers, relatin 

© to the Proceedings on the Tryal of Robert Earl o 
© Oxford and Earl Mortimer ; and being defirous to 
€ preferve a good Correfpondence between the two 
. Hoel, have appointed a Committee to fearch Pre- 
© cedents upon a Matter of this great Importance, and 
© defire thar their Lordihips will not proceed at the 
© Time appointed. Mr. Carter, who was order’d to 
carry this Meflage, being return’d, reported, * That 
© their Lordihips having taken the fame into Confide- 
© ration, would not proceed on the Tryal of the faid 
© Earl at the Time appointed, but would proceed far- 
© ther on the faid Tryal on Thurfday Morning next, 
© (Fune 28.) at Eleven a Clock. 

Fune 26. Mr. Nicholas Lechmere, Chancellor of the 
Dutchy, was added to the Committee appointed to be 
the Managers to make good the Articles of Impeach. 
ment againft the Ear] of Oxford. 

Fune 27. Mr. Carter, from the Committee appoint- 
ed to fearch Precedents, reported the Matter they had 
directed him to report to the Houfe : Upon which it 
ywas refolv’d, ‘ That a Conference be defir’d with the 
© Lords, relating to Proceedings in the Profecution 
© of Impeachments ; and order’d, that the fame Com- 
© mittee, that is, the Managers, do draw up what is 
€ proper to be offer’d to the Lords at the faid Confe- 
€ rence, and that they do withdraw immediately into 
© the Speaker’s Chamber to draw up the fame.’ Mr. 
Carter having, fome Time after, made his Report, of 
what the Committee thought proper to be offer’d to 
the Lords, and the fime being agreed to by the 
Houfe, the Lord Morpeth was fent to defire a Confe- 
rence with the Lords, which their Lordthips having 
readily agreed to, and appointed the fame prefently 
in the Painted-Chamber, the Managers for the Com- 
mons went thither, and deliver’d to the Lords a Pa- 
per, containing their Reafons, as follows. 

©The Commons having taken into their Confide- 
€ ration your Lordthips Refolution communicated to 
¢ their Managers, relating to the Proceedings on the 
© Tryal of Robert Earl of Oxford and Ear. Marine, 
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* and being fon, as far as in them 5 main- 
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tain a good Correfpondence with your Lordihips 
© have defir'd this Conference, and have commanded 
© us to acquaint your Lordihips, That they conceive 
‘it to be the undoubted Right of the Commons, to 
© impeach a Peer, either fur High Treafon, or for 
© High Crimes and Mifdemeanours ; or, if they fee 
© Occafion, to mix both the one and the other in the 
‘ fame Accufation, 

€ The Impeachment preferr’d againft Robert Earl of 
© Oxford sad Earl Mortimer, is one continu'd Accufa- 
© tion, confifting of High Crimes and Mifdemeanours, 
¢ and alfo of Charges of High Treafon. The Facts on 
© which the Articles preceding thofe of High Treafon 
¢ are grounded, are laid together in order of Time, 
¢ and follow one another fucceflively in the Manner 
¢ they were committed, 

‘ As the Commons thought this the moft natural 
¢ Method for exhibiting the feveral Articles againtt 
‘the faid Earl, they were ot Opinion, That they 
© fhould proceed in the Proof of thefe feveral Facts 
€ after the fame Method, fince it is manifeft, that in 
¢ laying open the Courfe of fuch a wicked Admi- 
€ niftration, the preceding Parts of it gave Light to 
© thofe which follow ; and that, the Proof of thofe 
* of High Treafon. 

© Your Lordfhips receiv’d thefe feveral Articles of 
‘ Impeachment, without making any Exception a- 
* againft the Form in which they were exhibited, 
¢ The faid Earl made his Anfwer to them in the fame 
‘ Order, and has no where infifted to be try’d in 
© any other Method ; fo that the Commons are {fur- 
¢ priz’d to find a Stop put to their Profecution by an 
¢ Objection which has never been ftarted by the faid 
¢ Earl, and which your Lordihips had given them fo 
© little Reafon to expect. 

‘To this muft be added, That as the Commons 
‘only are Matters of the Evidence, and as, upon that 
‘Account, they are beft able to determine what to 
¢ charge firft, and what next ; fo they are moft proper 
©to determine in what Method to proceed for the 
‘ Advantage of the Profecution, in the Event of 
‘which all the Commons of Great Britain are fo 
‘highly concern’d. 

. Fo which they farther add, That they fee no Rea- 
‘fon but that your Lordihips may as well — “ 
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‘whole Order of the Articles, as prefcribe to the 
* Commons thofe particular Articles on which they 
‘ are firft to procced ; which’ will neceffarily produce 
 fuch a Confufion both in the Faéts and Eottenes, 
‘as is by no Means confiftent with that Clearnefs 
Sand Perfpicuity, in which the Commons think this 
¢ Affair ought to appear. 

‘The Commons, upon examining Precedents, do 
¢ find divers Precedents of Impeachments for High- 
¢ Treafon, and other High Crintes and Mifemeanours 
«in the fame Accufation ; and do not find that the 
¢ Lords ever objected to fuch Proceeding, or ever 
¢ gave Judgment upon any particular Article of an 
« Impeachment, before the Commons had gone thro’ 
¢and concluded their Evidence upon all the Articles, 
¢or fo many of them as they thought fit ; and the 
¢ Commons are at a Lofs to conceive what Arguments 
< or Precedents can be brought to fupport the Refolu- 
«tion of your Lordihips, to give Judgment upon one 
¢ Part of the fame Accufation, referving the other 
¢ Part for a fukfequent Tryal ; as they are to know 
¢ what your Lordihips mean by admitting the Com- 
¢mons to proceed upon the Articles of High Crimes 
¢and Mifdemeanours, after the Judgment is given 
¢upon the Articles for High Treafon, fuppofing the 
¢ Judgment proper for High Treafon fhould be given 
‘againtt the faid Earl. : 

‘For thefe Reafons, the Commons affert it as their 
¢undoubted Right to proceed on the Tryal of Robert 
¢ Earl of Oxford and Earl Mortimer, after the Method 
¢in which their Managers were proceeding, when in- 
¢ terrupted by your Lordihips Refolution. 

Thefe Reafons were read by the Clerk in the Houfe 
of Peers ; and after Debate, and reading the Refolu- 
tions of this Houfe commnnicated to the Commons 
on the 24th, viz. ‘ That the Commons be not admit- 
‘ted to proceed _in order to make good the Articles 
© againft Robert Earl of Oxford and Earl Mortimer, for 
«High Crimes and Mifdemeanours, ’till Judgment be 
¢ firit given on the Articles for High Treafon ; the 
Queftion was put, Whether to infift on the faid Re- 
folution ? which was refolv'd in the Affirmative. Af- 
ter which another Motion was made, and the Que- 
ftion put, That the Lords do give to the Commons 
Reafons tor their Lordthips adhering to their former 
Refolution : Which was alfo carryd in the Affirma- 
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tive, tho’ it was ftrenuoutly oppos’d by the Lord Har- 
court, and fume other Peers, w!o urg’d, That fuch a 
Condefcenfion was derogatory to the Prerogatives of 
the Peerage. However, it being propos’d, ‘ That a 
‘Committee. be appointed to prepare what is to be 
¢ offer’d to the Commons at a Conference, in commu- 
‘nicating to them rhe Kefolutions for infifting; and 
a Quefiion being ftated thereupon, it was movd to 
add thefe Words to the faid Queltion, viz. * And alfo 
‘to prepare fuch Reafons as fhall be thought proper to 
‘be then usd in Maintenance hereof” And after 
Debate, the Queftion was put, ‘Whether thefe Words 
thall be added to the faid Queftion? which was re- 
folv’'d in the Affirmative. It was alfo refolvd upon 
the Queftion, and order’d, ‘ That a Committee be 
‘appointed to prepare what is to be offer'd to the 
‘Commons at a Conference, in communicating to 
‘them the Refolution of this Houfe, for infifting on 
€ their Lordihips Refolution above-mention’d, and al- 
‘fo co prepare fuch Reafons as ihall be thought pro- 
‘per to be then us’d in Maintenance thereof.’ And 
order’d, that all the Lords prefent be the faid Com- 
mittee. 

Fune 28. The Lord Trevor reported from the Com- 
mittee appointed to prepare what was to be offer'd to 
the Commons at a Conference, that they had prepar'd 
Reafons accordingly, as follow, viz. 

© Their Lordihips, in order to preferve a good Cor- 
‘ refpondence with the Houfe of Commons, (which 
€ they fhall always endeavour to do as far as lies in 
‘their Power) have defir'd this Conference upon 
© the fubject Matter of the laft Conference, and have 
€ dire&ted us to acquaint you, That their Lordthips 
* judge it a Right inherent in every Court of Juttice, 
€ to order and direct fiich Methods of Proceedings as 
¢ fuch Court thall think fit to be obferv’d in all Caufes 
¢ depending before them, whichcan have no Influence 
€ to the Prejudice of Juftice ; and where fuch Methods 
© of Proceedings are not otherwife fettled by any poli- 
‘tive Rule. The Power of Judicature on all Im- 
‘ peachments, being a Right unqueftionably inherent 
in their Lordihips, and it not being deter- 
© min’d by any pofitive Rule, whether the Heufe of 
© Commons may proceed to make good the feveral 
* Articles exhibited for Mifdemeanours, in fuch Order 
* as they fhall think fir, before they proceed to pon 
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© good the feveral Articles exhibited for High Treafon; 
© and there being no Precedent where the Commons 
* upon the Tryal of any fuch Impeachment, attempted 
© to proceed in the firft Place, to make good any of 
© the Articles contain’d in fuch Impeachment for High 
© Crimes and Mifdeme2nours ; their Lordihips confi- 
© dering the Nature of the Impeachment now de- 
¢ oe before them, and the Method wherein the 
© Managers for the Houfe of Commons were begin- 
© ning to proceed upon the Tryal, to make good the 
€ firft Article thereof, which is a Charge for High 
¢ Crimes and Mifdemeanours only ; and alfo confider- 
© ing the very different Methods of proceeding on an 
€ Impeachment of a Peer for High Treafon, as well 
© before as upon the Tryal thereof, and the Cir- 
« cumftances attending fuch a Tryal, thought them- 
¢ felves oblig’d to come to the Refolution communi- 
¢ cated to the Commons on the 24th Inftant, as well 
¢ for the doing Juftice in the Cafe depending before 
¢ them, as for the preventing a new Precedent to be 
¢ made on this Tryal; in Confequence whereof, a 
¢ new and unyuftifiable Form of Proceedings againtft 
¢.a Peer, upon an Impeachment for High Treafon and 
¢ High Crimes, might be introduc’d at his Tryal upon 
¢ thofe Articles in which he is charg’d for High- 
Crimes and Mifdemeanours only, to the Prejudice 
of the Peerage of Great Britain in all Time to come, 
viz. The trying a Peer on Articles for High Crimes 
and Mifdemeanours without the Bar, the detaining 
in Cuftody a Peer fo accus’d, and repeated Com- 
mitments of him to the Zower during the Time of 
¢ fuch Tryal, and fubjeSting a Peer to as ignominious 
¢ Circumftances on his Tryal, on Articles for Mifde- 
© meanours, as if he was then on his Tryal on Articles 
* for High Treafon : Whereas a Peer, on his Tryal on 
© Articles for Mifdemeanours only, ought not to be 
€ depriv’d of his Liberty, nor fequefter’d from Parlia- 
ment, and is entitled to the Privilege of fitting 
© within the Bar during the whole Time of his Tryal : 
¢ In all which Particulars, the known Rule of Pro- 
© ceedings in fuch Cafes may be evaded, ihould a 
€ Peer be brought to his Tryal on feveral Articles ex- 
© hibited againft him on High Crimes and Mifde- 
© meanours, and for High Treafon mix’d together, 
© and the Commons be admitted to proceed, in order 
€ to make good the Articles for High ers Co 
o c- 
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Mifdemeanours, before judgment be given upon the 
* Articles for High Treafon. Their Lordihips have 
* fully confider’d the Matters offer'd to them by 
* the Houfe of Commons at the laft Conference rela- 
‘ ting to the Proceedings againft Robert Earl of Oxford 
‘and Earl Mortimer: and their Lordfhips are fully 
‘ fatisfy’d, That the Refolution they have taken and 
* communicated to the Commons on the 24th Inftant, 
* is juft and reafonable ; and that the Houfe of Com- 
‘mons are not put under any real Inconvenience 
‘thereby, in carrying on their prefent Profecution. 
‘ Their Lordthips have commanded us to let you 
© know, That they do infift on their faid Refolution, 
* viz. That the Commons be not admitted to proceed 
‘in order to make good the Articles againft Robert 
€ Earl of Oxford and Earl Moréimer for High Crimes 
‘and Mifdemeanours, ’till Judzment be firft given 
¢ upon the Articles for High "rea/on. 

is Report being read by the Clerk, was agreed 
to by the Houfe ; and the faid Reafons were that Day 
deliver'd to the Managers of the Commons at a Con- 
ference. Thefe laft being return’d to their Houfe, 
and Mr. Carter having reported the Conterence, it 
was refolv'd to take the faid Report immediately into 
Confideration. Mean while a Meflage was brought 
from the Lords, to acquaint the Commons, that they 
had order'd the Earl of Oxford to be brought to the 
Bar of their Houfe in We/tminfter-Hall the next Morn- 
ing, being Fune 29, at Elevena Clock, in order to 
proceed farther on the Tryal of the faid Earl. This 
was very furprizing to the Commons, who thereupon 
fent Mr. Yonge with a Meffage to the Lords, to defire 
that their Lordihips would continue fitting for fome 
Time ; which the Lords having readily agreed to, the 
Commons took their Lordihips Reafons into Confide- 
ration, and then refolv’d, That a free Conference be 
defir’d with the Lords upon the fubje&t Matter of the 
laft Conference. 

Mr. Pelham, who was order'd to goto the Lords, 
and defire the faid free Conference, reported the next 
Morning, June 29, That having perform’d that Order, 
the Lords anfwer’d, That they would fend an Anfwer 
by Meffengers of their own. The fame Day, the 
Lords took the Defire of the Commons of a free 
Conference into Confideration, and after a long De- 
bate, it was refolv’d, ‘ by the Subject Matter of Sr 
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€ lait Conference, concerning a Point of Judicature 
© determin'd by their Lordthips after the Tryal began, 
© their Lordihips did not think fit to give a free Con- 
‘ ference on the fubject Matter of the faid Conference, 
as was defir’d by the Houle of Commons.’ The 
Lords would have fent that Evening a Meflage to the 
Commons, to acquaint them with this Refolution ; 
but the Commons having timely Notice of it, imme- 
diately adjourn’d ’till the 1ft of July. The Lords ha- 
ving on that Day fent a Meflage to the Commons, to 
acquaint them with the faid Refolution, and withal, 
© That their Lordihips had order’d Robert Earl of Ox- 
‘ford and Earl Mortimer, to be brought to the Bar of 
©their Houfe in Weftminfler-Hall that very Day, at 
€ eleven a Clock in the Forenoon, in order to proceed 
¢ farther in the Tryal of the faid Earl.” The Com- 
mons thereupon order'd their Serjeant at Arms to fum- 
mon the Members in We/tminfter-Hall, Court of Re- 
quefts, and Places adjacent, to attend the Service of 
the Houfe ; which done, it was refolv'd, memine con- 
tradicente, ‘That a Conference be defir’d with the 
© Lords upon the fubject Matter of their Lordthips 
© Meffage, relating to the free Conference defir’d by 
€ this Houfe ; and order’d the Committee or Managers 
£ immediately to draw up Reafons to be offer’d to the 
€Lords at the faid Conference.’ At the fame Timea 
Meflage was fent from the Commons to the Lords, by 
Mr. Gibéon, to defire their Lordihips to defer their 
going into We/tminfte-Hall for fome Time ; and Mr. 
Carter having, from the Managers, reported the Rea- 
fons by them drawn up, the fame were agreed to, and 
Mr. Craggs was fent to the Lords to defire the faid 
Conference. Some time after, Mr. Gibbon reported, 
That the Lords would defer going into Weftminfler- 
Ha!l for fome Time, as was defir'd by the Commons; 
and Mr. Craggs reported alfo, That their Lordthips 
agreed to a Conference, and had appointed the fame 
prefently in the Painted-Chamber. _Hereupon the 
Managers on the Commons went to the faid Confe- 
rence, and being return’d, Mr. Carter re That 
they had deliver'd the Reafons directed by the Houle 
to the Lords. Thefe Reafons were carry’d into the 
a of Lords by the Lord Privy Seal, and are as 
follow. , 
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‘The Commons having taken into Confideration 
* your Lordihips Meflage, viz. Thaz your Lordfhips did 
‘not think fit to give a free Conference on the Subjed 
€ Matter of the laft Conference, as was defiv’d by the Com- 
‘mons; and they being ftill defirous, to the utmoft 
‘of their Power, to preferve a good Correfpondence 
with your Lordihips, have afk’d this Conference ; 
and have commanded us to acquaint your Lordthips, 
That they are very much furpriz’d to find your Lord- 
fhips deny a free Conference, after your Lordihips 
have already agreed to a Conference defir'd by the 
Commons on the fame fubje& Matter, and after your 
Lordfhips have on your Parts alfo defir’d a Conference 
upon the fame Subject. That free Conferences are the 
moft ancient and eftablifh’d Methods for adjufting the 
Differences that have at any Time arifen between the 
two Houfes, and, as the Commons conceive, is the 
only Method to preferve a good Correfpondence be- 
tween them on fuch Occafions, which, at this Time, 
is of the higheft Importance, becanfe a Mifunder- 
fanding on this Account would tend to defeat the 
Tryal of the Impeachment of the Commons. That 
the Commons conceive clearly, that the fubje&t Matter 
of the laft Conference is not a Point of Judicature, but 
2 Point relating only to the Profecution of the Com- 
mons, it sarin, Re aege before any Matter of Judg- 
ment had come before your Lordihips upon the Tryal. 
For which Reafons the Commons conceive, that 

our Lordihips ought not ta have deny’d them a free 
onference upon the fubject Matter of the laft Con- 
ference. - 

The Lords took thefe Reafons immediately into 
Confideration ; and in the mean Time fent a Meflage 
to thé Commons, to defire them to continue fitting 
for fome Time ; which the Commons confenting to, 
another Meffage came foon after from the Lords, to 
defire a prefent Conference with the Commons in the 
Painted Chamber, upon the fubje& Matter of the laft 
Conference. This being likewife agreed to, the 
Managers of the Commons went to the Lords, and 
being return’d, Mr. Carter reported, That the Lords 
did infift to deny a free Conference. This put the 
Houfe of Commons into a Flame ; and it being there- 
upon order’d, That the faid Report be now taken 
into Confideration, feveral warm Speeches were 
made on that Occafion by or Stanhope, Mr. Crages, 
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and Mr. Tufnel. In the Middle of this Debate, ano- 
ther Meffage was brought from the Lords, to defire that 
the Commons would continue fitting fometime, which 
the Commons agreed to. After this, Mr. Lechmere 
made a Speech, ‘ wherein having, among other Things, 
© Jamented the unhappy Dilemma to which they were 
© brought, either to fee fo great an Offender as the 
© Earl of Oxford, etcape unpunifh’d, or to acquiefce 
* in proceeding on his Tryal in the Manner prefcrib’d 
© by the Lords, he fail, he thought the later the 
© more eligible of the two, with a Saving to the 
© Rights and Privileges of the Commons ; and there- 
© fore made a Motion for it.’ He was feconded and 
© back’d by Mr. Hizmden, and feveral other Members ; 
but the Queition being put thereupon, it was carry'd 
in the Negative. Then a Meflage was brought from 
the Lords, to acquaint the Commons, That their Lord- 
thips intended prefently to proceed farther on the Tryal 
of the Earl of Oxford in Weftminfler-Hall, of which the 
Commons took no Notice; but being fenfible rhat 
the Lords would difcharge the Prifoner, Sir. William 
Strickland mov’d, That Leave be given to bring ina 
Bill to inflict fuch Pains and Penalties upon Robert 
Earl of Oxford and Earl Mortimer, as his traiterous 
Practices and other High Crimes and Mifiemeanours 
do deferve, and as jill be thought reafonable: Upon 
po a Debate arifing, it was adjourn’d to the third 
of July. : 

About Seven in the Evening, the Lords went from 
their own Houfe into Weiminfter-Hall, where. three 
feveral Proclamations were made for the Accufers of 
the Earl of Oxford to appear, and make good ‘the Ar- 
ticles of Impeachment againft-him: But the Commons 
not appearing, their Lordihips went back to their 
Houfe, where the Lord High Steward put the Queftion 
whether the Earl of Oxford fhould be difcharg’d of 
the High Crimes and Mifdemeanours as well asof the 
High Treafon of which he was impeach’d? This, 
after fome Debate, being carry'd in the Affirmative, the 
Lords went again into Wefiminfter-Hall; where the 
‘Lord High Steward faid, * My Lords, 1 fhall now 
¢ ftate the Queftion, upon which_your Lordfhips are 
¢ to give your Votes ; it is this: t Robert Earl of 
© Oxford and Earl Mortimer bé acquitted of the Ar- 
© ticles of Imveachment exhibited sprint him by the 
* Houfe of Commons for High Treafon, and ck 
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High Crimes and Mifdemeanours, and of all Things 
therein contain'd ; and that the faid Impeachment 
© be difmifs’d ?” Then the Lord High Steward put 
the Queftion to the Lords, beginning at the youngelt 
Baron in Manner following : * My Lord, your Lord- 
¢ fhip has heard the Queftion ftated, what fays your 
€ Lordihip, is your Lordfhip content or hot content?

© Treafon, and other High Crimes and Mifdemea- 
* nours, wherewith he ftands charg’d, by the unani- 
€ mous Votes of all your Lordihips here prefent.’ 
Then the Earl being call’d to the Bar, the Lord High 
Steward addrefs’d ‘himfelf to him in thefe Words: 
Robert Earl of Oxford and Earl Mortimer, 1 am to. ac- 
* quaint your Lordfhip, that your Lordthip is acquit- 
* ted of the Articles of Impeachment exhibited againft 
€ you for High Treafon, and other High Crimes and 
t TF raeseeamcu by the Houfe of Commons, 77 he all 
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© Things therein contain’d ; and thereupon I am to pro. 
© nounce this Judgment, which I pronounce accordingly; 
Tt is confider’dyorder’d, and adjudg d, by the Lords Spiritual 
and Temporal in Parliament affembled, That Robert Earl 
of Oxford and Earl Mortimer fhall be, and is hereby 
acquitted of the Articles of Impeachment exhibited again 
bim by the Houfe of Commons for High Treafon, and other 
High Crimes and Mifdemeanours, and of all Things therein 
contain’d ; and that the [aid Impeachment fhall be and w 
ioe difmif9d. 

Then the Lord High Steward commanded the Liev- 
tenant of the Tower of London to difcharge his Pri- 
foner ; and, declaring his Majefty'’s Commiffion to 
be diffolv’d, broke his Staff. 

_ Tho’ the Earl of Oxford was thus acquitted, the 
Commons feem’d refolv'd not to let him efcape fo 
out of their Hands ; for on fuly 3, they refum’d the 
adjourn’d Debate upon the Motion we mention’d 
above to be made the : ft of that Month by Sir William 
Strickland, who again infifting upon that Motion, 
had the Mortification of feeing, that not one Member 
would fecond him: On the contrary Mr. Hungerford 
faid upon that Matter, ‘ That for his own Part, he 
© had ever been againft violent Proceedings : That, 
© in his Opinion, where the Life, Fortune, or Repu- 
© tation of any Man is concern’d, the Parliament 
© ought to go upon Evidence as ftrong and as full as 
€ is requir'd in Weftminfter.Hall ; and that he had ob- 
* ferv’d, That all Bills of Attainder proceeded from 
© Party-Piques.? Sir William Strickland being offend- 
ed at this Speech, made fome fevere Reflections upon 
it; and added, That for his own Part he had no 
perfonal Pique againft the Earl of Oxford ; but look’d 
upon him as an Enemy to his Country; and fince 
the-Commons could not bring him to |uftice in the 
ordinary Way, they ought, in his Opinion, to have 
Recourfe to an extraordinary Method; for which 
however, they did not want Precedents. Mr. Hungerfor 

turn’d the Refestions made upon him into Railery ; and 
after fome other Speeches, the Lord Cafflecomer movd, 
That an humble Addrefs be prefented to his Mat, 
fetting forth the many great Crimes of which Robert 
Earl of Oxford and Earl Mortimer has been impeach’d 
by this Houfe, as likewife the Endeavours that have 


been usd by the Commons to bring the faid Earl 
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to Juftices; in which Proceedings the unhappy Dil- 
ferences that have ‘arifen between the two Houfes 
have difappointed their juft Expectations. And like- 
wife humbly to pray his Majefty, that he will except 
the faid Earl out of the A& of Grace. The Lord Caftle- 
comer being feconded by Mr. Yonge, and the Queition 
put upon his Motion, it was carry’d inthe Affirma- 
tive, and a. Committee appointed to draw up the faid 
Addrefs. Another Committee was the fame Day ap- 
pointed to infpe& the Lords Journals, in Relation 
to their Proceedings on the Tryal of the Earl of Ox- 
ford, and to report what they find therein, to the 
Houfe. July 4, the Lord Caftlecomer, Chairman of 
the Committee appointed to draw up the Addrefg 
againft the Earl of Oxford, reported the fame, which 
being agreed to, it was refolv’d, That the faid Ad- 
drefs be prefented to his Majefty by the whole Houfe. 
Accordingly, July 5, the Commons, with their Spea- 
ker, prefented the faid Addrefs to his Majefty, which 
is as follows:

‘tion with the Minifters of the faid Hench King ; 
© in confequence of which it is evident, that great 
¢ Part of the Forces maintain’d at the Expence of {0

¢ granted by Parliament to foreign Princes for the 
© fame End, were, in Reality, made fubfervient and 
‘ inftrumental to awe the good Allies of her Majeity 
. * into a Compliance with the hard Terms dictated by 
© France. The unhappy Catalans were abandon’d ; 

‘ the Emperor, Empire, and King of Portugal, were 
© left to treat for themfelves ; the Kingdom of Sicily 
© was giveh tothe Duke of Savoy, as an Inducement 
© and Reward to him for quitting the common Caufe, 
* in dire& Defiance and Violation of the grand Al- 
lance; 
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© Jiance, and of the declar’d Senfe of moft of her good 
© Allies, and efpecially of the Dutch, who, to this 
© Day, have never aflented to that Condition of the 
© Treaty of Urrecht. A thameful and difhonourable 
* Treaty of Peace was at laft concluded, by which 
impracticable Terms of Trade were impos’d on Great 
Britain; the Demolition of Dunkirk, which had 
been addrefs’d for by Parliament, was eluded bya 
treacherous Connivence, as the making of a new 
Canal at Mardyke ; and the Security which was pro- 
pos'd by removing the Pretender out of France, was, 
in the like Manner, evaded by a treacherous Conni. 
vence at his refiding in Lorrain, 
© It is owing to your Majefty’s unweary’d Endea- 
vours for the Good of your Subjects, and that juft 
Regard which is paid to your Majefty by foreign 
Princes and States, that we fee our felves deliver'’d, 
in a great Degree, from the Effects of thofe pernici- 
ous Meafures, which might otherwife have prov’d 
fatal to your Kingdoms: But as we refle& with 
equal Gratitude and Admiration on your —— 
being able to retrieve fuch Mifcarriages, efpecially 
in a Time which has been difturb’d by pub- 
lick Tumults and Rebellions : We think it is a great 
Aggravation of Guilt in thofe who gave up fo 
many national Advantages, at a Time when the 
labour’d under no fuch Difficulties at Home, an 
when the continu’d Succefles of a long and glorious 
War had put them into a Condition of gaining the 
moft beneficial Terms from the Enemy. 
© Your faithful Commons did likewife exhibit fe- 
veral other Charges againft the faid Earl, repre- 
fenting him in many notorious Inftances, as a Per- 
fon who had abusd the Truft and Confidence 
which her late Majefty had repos’d in him, and fa- 
crific’d the Honour of his Sovereign, and the Good 
of her People, to private Views of Intereft and 
Ambition. 

© Your faithful Commons have not been wanting 
© in their Endeavours to bring the faid Earl to Ju- 
¢ ftice ; but by Reafon of the unhappy Differences 
© that have, in this Proceeding, arifen between the 
€ two Houfes, we have found our felves difappointed 
© of our juft Expectation, and reduc’d to the Necefli- 
© ty either of giving up Rights and Privileges of the 
© higheft Importance to all the Commons . Great

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© Britain, or feeing this great Offender efcape with 
¢ Impunity for the prefent. . 

¢ For thefé Reafons, we do mufl humbly befeech 
¢ your Majefiy, that your Majefty will be pleas’d to

HE feizing of the Earl of Peterborough has made 


fo much Noife in the World, that. we may not 
pafs it over in Silence: The Manner of it was thus : 
On the 11th of Sept. N.S. his Lordihip being then 
at Bologna, where lie arriv’d a few Days before from 
Parma, two Irifp Officers, in the Service of the Pre- 
tender, (one of them call’d Ofryan) enter’d his Roont 
with their Swords drawn, threatening to kill him if 
he did not yield himfelf Prifoner, which his Lordihip 
was forc’d to do, his Houfe being furrounded with 
Soldiers and Sbirri; by Order of Cardinal Orighi, the 
Pope's Legate at Bologna : They likewife fecur’d his 
Papers, and all his Servants, and the Night following 
his Lordihip and they ks carry’d under a itrong 
y Guard 
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Guard of Soldiers to Fort Urbano, between’ Bologna 
and Modena, where they were put under clofe 
Confinement. The Pretence given out was, That 
his Lordihip was concern’d in fome Confpiracy againtt 
the Perfon, and even againft the Life of the Pretender, 
who was then at Urbano. Ina few Days proper Offi- 
cers Were fent from the Pope to examine them ; but 
not difcovering any Thing againft them, they were 
all fet at Liberty ; the Cardinal Legate fending his 
Coach to Fort Urbano, which on the 15th of Ofober 
brought the Earl of Peterborough to Bologna, where 
the Cardinal endeavour’d to excufe the Affront that 
had been put upon his Lordthip, by telling him, 
that he was extreamly-forry he had too creduloufly 
iven Way to his being arrefted, and that he had 
Seen reprimanded for it by the Pope, who difapprov'’d 
of his Proceeding; adding, That he had been de- 
ceiv'd by falfe Reports, and had paid too much Regard 
to the repeated Initances that had been made to him 
on thePart of the Chevalier de St. George. But fome 
[ays before his Lordihip was fet at Liberty, fome of 
his Friends in Ita/y thought fit to publith a Sort of 
Manifefto, by Way of Letter, in Vindication of his 
Lordfhip from the foul Accufation that was laid to 
his Charge ; which being a curious Piece, and giving 
befides) a full Infight into this Affair, we thin 
t to infert the following Tranflation of it from the 
Jealian Original, defiring our Readers not to take 
Offence at certain Expreilions in it, but to confider 
that it was written and publith’d in a Country, where 
they dare not make Ufeof other Terms.

© Before we fhew the Infufficiency of thefe Rea- 
fons, it is not amifs to premife, that fome of my 
Lord’s Domefticks, who were imprifon’d on that 
Occafion, and others who were fecur’d in his Honfe, 
atter the moft ftri&t Examination, reveal’d nothing 
that could give the leaft Aiv of Probability to the 
Accufation ; nor was any Thing found in his Lord- 
fhip’s Pagers that could countenance this Sufpicion, 
altho’ the faid Papers were feiz’d in a Surprize, and 
ona Sudden, together with his Perfon. 

* Moreover, it is certain, That upon the moft dili- 
gent Enquiries that have been made in the Eccleii- 
aftical State, particularly here in Bologna, and at 
Urbino, there has not been found any Accomplice in 
the fuppos’d Enterprize of the faid Earl ; who being 
alone, and in a foreign Country, ‘tis evident he 
could not have put fuch an A¢tion in Execution, 
‘ unlefs he had been affifted by the Natives, efpe- 
‘ cially againft a Perfon fo well guarded as the Chevs-

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* Befides all this, there are ftrong Prefumptions in 
"t Favour of my Lord, who, throughout all Europe 
© and inal Courts, is known to bea Perfon ofa mo

* tainted Honour; Virtues and Cualities which have 
© fhind in all the Courfe of his Life and _heroick

© terborough, after fo long 2 Coldnefs, that may be 
© eafily accounted for: The Marquefs of Huntley, 2 
© prefent Duke of Gordow, one of the firft Pecrs of 
© Scotland, of one of the moft illuftrious Families in 
Europe, anda Roman Cathelick, who had taken up 
Arms in Favour of the Chevalier de St. George, 3s 
marry'd ‘to the Earl of Péterborough’s Daughter, by 
whon 
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¢ whom he has many Children. King George, at the 
¢ Requeft of the Duke of Marlborouzh, who went 
tin Perfon to acquaint my Lord Pererborough with 
¢ that Picce of Favour, not only gave the Duke of 
¢ Gordon his Life, but likewife reftor’d him to his 
¢ Eftate. Now, after fo generous an Aétion, who 
£ can think it ftrange that the Earl, out of Gratitude, 
¢ fhould facrifice his private Refentments to the Pre- 
‘ fervation of the Life of a Son-in-Law, who had 
¢ brought 6co Gentlemen into the Chevalier’s Service, 
¢ with other Soldiers, which made up the third Part 
© of his Army in Scotland. 
¢ If at any Time the Queen-Mother ought to be 
¢ free from any Apprehenfions of ill Defigns from 
©my Lord Peterborough againft the Prince her Son, 
© it muft certainly be at this Juncture ; fince my Lord, 
* at his Departure from England, took along with him 
§all his Family, and his two only Grandfons, to 
© fettle them, as he has done, at Paris, in a Catholick 
© Country, and, as one may fay, under the Eyes,and 
© Power of the faid Queen: Can any Man of com- 
© mon Senfe think, that my Lord Peterborough could 
© undertake any Thing againft the Chevalier’s Life, 
© after having left two fuch dear Pledges in his Mo- 
¢ ther’s Hands? 
© Equally frivolous and chimerical are the Preten- 
© ces on vihich are grounded the Sufpicions that ‘have 
€ induc’d the Court of Urbino to fecure his Lord- 
£ fhip’s Perfon, and confine him in Fort Urbano, viz, 
© his having fent a confiderable Remittance to Venice: 
© For if his Lordihip had any ill Defign in his 
© Thoughts, he knew very well he could be fafe no 
¢ where but in England, and therefore there he would 
© have kept his Money and Eiftate. But his Lord- 
¢ fhip having lately fold a confiderable Part of his 
© Eftate, he may very well have remitted Part of 
¢ that Money to Vexice, without giving any Sufpicion; 
‘for if he had been charg’d with fuch a villainous 
¢ Commiffion, having the Favour and Countenance 
© of King George, he would not have had Occafion 
© to fell his own Eftate, as he has done, and for 
© which he has already receiv'd above 5000 Piftoles. 
© To confirm the Groundlefsnefs and evident Falfity 
‘ of that ihameful Impofture, undoubtedly fuzgefted 
¢ either by fome private Enemy of my Lord, or by fuch 
* as are againft. the Interefi of: the Ciyoalier de Sr. 
es ; George, 
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George, -who by wicked Arts and finifter Cabals 
would caufe Troubles and Divifions : To confirm, 
I fay, the faid Falfity, it will be fufficient to confi- 
der, how odd and ftrange it would be for the fame 
Perfon, at the fame Time, to give Umbrage and 
Jealoufy to two Interefts diametrically oppofite. Tis 
not long fince my Lord was divefted of all his 
Employments in England, with fome Marks of Dif- 
race, and that upon no other Pretence, but that 
fe had fpoken in France difadvantageoufly of Kin 
George, and with Partiality of the Prince his Rival, 
Now, by what a ftrange Metamorphofis, and con- 
trary co all Probability, can it be pretended, that the 
fame Lord fhould be capableof fo black, fo detefta- 
ble, and fo perilous an Action, to promote the In- 
tereft_ of thofe who have treated him unkindly, 
againft a young Prince, to whom he was thought 
partial, and who, indeed, never did him any Pre- 
judice ? 
$ The Groundlefsnefs and Inconfiftency of the Suf 
icion Jaid on his Lordthip, farther appears, by con- 
idering, That fince the Death of Queen Anne, he 
came four Times into Italy before the Chevalier de 
St. George was there, and before it could be thought 
that he ever fhould go out of France: Why then 
fhould any Umbrage be taken at my Lord’s com- 
iam» fifth Time into Italy, in thie fame Manner he 
did before, that is, Poft, and with all poflible 
mae? Why is he fufpected in this Conjuncture 
only ? , 
*Tis fix Years fince his Lordihip has entertain’d in 
his Service an Italian Secretary, who, at other Times, 
accompany’d him to Jtaly ; but in his laft Journey, 
my Lord left him with his two Grandfons at Parw; 
which undoubtedly he would not have done, had he 
had in his Thoughts the ill Defign,of which he is fuf- 
pected, and to compafs which, it was very impro- 
per for my Lord to be alone, without a Companion, 
or any Domeftick of Confidence, and only with 
fix ordinary Servants, all Strangers, five of whom, 
befides, were Roman Catholicks, and on whom 
therefore he could not depend fo much as if they 
had been Proteftants, ; 
© In fine, between this laft, and the preceding 
loreds of my Lord into Jealy, there is a notable 
ifference, which fhews his Lordihip’s —

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© Temper. When at other Times he came trom Lon 
don into thefe Parts, his Motions were fudden and 
unforefeen, unknown to every Body, and his Ar- 
rival therefore unexpected : But in this laft Journey, 
“the has pafs’d publickly thro’ the Court of Turin = 
‘and his Return into /taly has been known, not 
, only to many in France, but alfo to feveral Great 
Men of Italy, both at the Court of Rome, and at 
© Venice, Genoa, Parma, Modena, and Bologna, It was 
known to all his Bankers every, where, who had 
* certain Advice of his Return at fuch a Time; and 
* that ever before his Lordihip could know in what 
* Manner he thould be receiv'd and treated by King 
George ; all which is fufficient evidently and fully 
* to prove, that his Conduct was not myfterious, but, 
on the contrary, plain, open, and free from any 
* Machinations aad Detigns, that fhould ftand in 
‘ Need of Artifice and Secrecy to be put in Executi- 
£ on. But Providence has ftill fo order’d it, on this 
* Occafion, thar three Weeks before his Lordthip’s 
* Departure from London, his Journey was publickly 
© talk’d of at Court, and in other Places; and as all 
* the foreign Minifters in England knew very well his 
‘ Intention of going for Jzaly, fo, in_all Probabiliry, 
all the Princes of Italy were early inform’d of it by 
¢ their Minifters. , 
© Such ftrong Reafons and folid Arguments, free 
€from Ornament and ftudy'd Oratory, ought to 
€ convince not only you,- but_all the World, how 
much my Lord and ‘his Character have been 
© wrong’d, by fufpecting him of fo bafe and unwor- 
€ thy an Attempt, fince ’tis well known to every Bo- 
€ dy, that in the whole Courfe of his Life, and in all 
¢ his former Actions, he has had no other Obje& in 
© View but true Honour and Glory ; and therefore 
¢ there’s no Room to doubt, that you, and all Men 
© of Probity and Senfe, will look with Horror and 
© Contempt upon the Authors of fo vile and detefta- 
© ble aCalumny, which, even at the Court of Urbino, 
‘has obtain’d but little Credit ; the Chevalier having 
declar’d, That he could hardly believe a Thing fo in- 
juriow to the Reputation of that Lord; but shat the re- 
peated Advices he had veceiv'd, oblig’d him to be upon be 
Guard, and to take fouse Precautions for his own Security. 
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SARDINIA 


W E conie now to fpeak of the Conqueft of Sardinia 
/ by the K. of Spain: But, firft,we will give a thort 
Account of that Ifland, and then proceed to the Rea- 
fons alledg’d in Behalf of his Catholick Majefty, in 
Juftification of his making War upon the Emperor, 
efpecially at a Time when his Imperial Majefty’s Arms 
were wholly employ’d againft the common Enemy of 
the Chriftian Name. : 

Sardinia is an Mland and Kingdom of Europe in 
the Mediterranean: \t lies betwixt the 27th and 2gth 
Degrees of Longitude ; and Lat. 30 and 41 15, 
Geographers vary about the Length and Breadth of 
it. Some make it 170 Miles long, from South to 
North, and 92, where broadeft, from Eaft to Weft : 
Others make the greateft Length but 135 Miles, and 
the greateft Breadth but sz. ?Tis feparated from the 
lile of Corficz, which belongs to the Genoefe, by a 
Streight, not above fix Miles over. It is commonly 
divided-into two Farts by the Rivers Cedra and Tit ; 
the one call’ Calo di Lugori?, which is the North ; the 
other, Cabo di Cagliari, which is the South Part of 
the Ifiand. The Soil is very fertile, but the Air very 
unhealthy, by Reafon of exceeding high Mountains 
on the North Side of it, which keep out the North 
Wind; upon which Account the Roman Emperots 
usd to banith fuch Perfons as they had a Mind to be 
sid of to this Hland,the Air being efteem’d peftilential : 
However, it produces Corn in fuch abundance, that 
in fome Years they are computed to have tranfported 
a Million of Buthels to Spain and Italy. \t abounds 
Jikewife with Wine and Oil, breeds. Flenty of black 
Cattel and Horfes, lefs than thofe of Italy, but more 
fwift. This Ifland, alone, produces thoie Animals 
call’d Mafrones or Maftriones. They have Plenty of 
wild DBeafts for Game; but no Wolves, or other 
Beafts of Prey, except Foxes; nor is there any veno- 
mous Creature in it ; but they have a very {mall Ani- 
mal, call’d Solifuga, which refembles a Frog, It had 
formerly a Silver Mine, and ftill affords Coral in fe- 
veral Faces on its Coafts. The Antients tell us, 
that Sardus, the Son of Hercules, having fertied a 
Colony here, call’d it Sardinia from his own Name, 
and that it before was call’d Sandaliora and ic 
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from the Sole of a Foot, which the Figure of this 
Mland reprefents. Since thofe Times, it was inha- 
bited_by divers Nations, ’till the Carthaginians made 
themfelves Mafters of it; and from whom it was 
taken os Romans, in whofe Poffeffion it continu’d 
along Time, and was taken from them by the 
Greeks, from whom the Saracens took it ; out of whofe 
Hands the Genoefe and Pifans having wrefted it, 
fell into Difpute which of them thould poflef§ it: 
Upon which Pope Boniface VIII. gave Leave to King 
James ll. OF Arragon to conquer it, which he accom- 
plith’d after a ftout Refiftance made by four Princes 
of the Ifland, affifted by the Genoefe and Pifans ; and 
it has ever fince been annex’d to the Crown of Spain, 
and govern’d by a Viceroy; ‘till in the late War 
the whole Ifland fubmitted in 1708, to the Confede- 
rate Fleet, for the Ufe of King Charles WII. (as he 
was then call’d ) the age Emperor. It was 
made a Kingdom in the 13th Century, by the 
Emperor Frederick IJ, for his Son £izo, who 
never enjoy’d it, nor have any of its Kings ever 
refided in it: In the late Treaty of Peace it 
was agreed tobe given to the Elector of Bavaria, 
who was to have been King of it, to which the Em- 
peror never confented. The ancient Inhabitants were 
accounted a very mercenary People, from whence the 
Latine Proverb, Sardi venales. It has 11 Ports, and 
had 94 Watch-Towers on the Sea-Coaft. There were 
formerly 18 Bifhopricks in this Ifland, and they have 
now no lefs than feven, three of whom are Archbi- 
fhops. It has now only feven Towns of Note, 
which are, 1. Cagliari, the Capital of the Ifland, an 
Archbithop’s See, and Seat of the Viceroy: It 
is fituate on the Side of a Hill, at the Bottom of a 
Bay, near the South-Eaft Corner of the Iiland. This 
Town was founded by the Carthaginians and deftroy’d 
by Gracchus ; but is now a large, handfome, and po- 
pulous City, divided into three different Boroughs, 
and has a {pacious and goodly Haven, much frequent- 
ed by Merchant Ships: Befides its natural Strength, 
it is defended by a Cittadel, in which is ufually 2 
Garrifon of four or 500 Men. It is the Seat of an 
Univerfity, has a very beautiful Cathedral, exempted 
from the Jurifdiction of the Viceroy, being govern’d 
more immediately by its own Common-Council. The 
Jown it felf has many = Privileges, as ha- 
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ving been a Metropolitan See for a long Time; for 
it 1s recorded, that the famous Difhop Lucifer was 
Prelate of it, in the Reigns of Conftantine the Great, 
and of Conftantine the Young, and affifted at theCoun- 
cil of Milan in 355, where he itrenuoufly defended 
the Athansfian Creed. 2. Oriftano, feated in the 
Weft Part of the Ifland, q5 Miles N. W. from Cag- 
liari, This too is the See of an Archbifhop, has 
the Title of a Marquifate, and was govern’d ‘by its 
own Princes under the Name of Judges, when the 
Ifland was conquer’d by Fames of Arragon. The 

French took and deftroy’d it in 1639 3 but it has been 

fince fo well rebuilt, that it is now a very neat 

Town. 3. Villa dIglefix, fituate at the Bottom of 

a Gulph on the S. W.Corner of the Ifland, about 

28 Miles W. from Cagliari. "Tis the See of a Bithop, 

Suffragan of the Metropolitan, and_ defended by a 

Caftle. 4. Safari, in a pleafant Plain, near ‘the 

N. W. Corner of the Ifland, about ro Miles from the 

Sea, 60 Miles N. from Oriffano, and an Archbithop’s 

See: It was fack’d by the French in 1657, but is 
now a large City, tho’ not ftrong, being defended 

only hy a Caftle. 5. Caftel-Arragoneze, a {mall forti- 

fy’d Town, with a good Harbour, 41 Miles N. E. 

from Saffari, of which it is a Suffragan Bifhoprick. 

6. Alznero, on the W. Side of the Hland, detended 

_by a ftrong Caftle; it is r5 Miles diftant from Cafle- 
_Arragoneze, and a Suffragan Bithoprick likewife of 
Soffari, 7.

*to us, hy Complaints from many Hands ; be- 

$ caufe we confider’d fuch an Enterprize as direttly 

* contrary to your great Piety, to the Faith of your 
Fromifes, and even to the Duty of a Catholick 

* King, ata Time when the Church is in fo great 

¢ Dancer. 
© But as thecommon Fame, that has gain’d Footing 

* in all Parts about this Affair, makes us fear, that, 

€ contrary to your own Inclinations, you may have 

* been prevail’d.on by the Artifice of certain Perfons 

* about you, to enter into this mifchievous and dan- 

€ gerous Defign, which ’tis even faid you have already 

* put in Execution ; our fincere and paternal Affection 

* to you permits us to be no longer filent ; when not 

* only your Reputation, but your Soul alfo is at Stake. 

© For who fees not what an Account you will have 

$ to render to the King of Kings, and what a Blemifh 
© it will be to your Glory, if your Counfellors have 

* been capable of prevailing with you to abandon 

* the common Caufe ; and if having no Regard : = 
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© Ferils of the Chriftian Religion, you fo far forget 
¢ yourfelf, as to carry elfewhere thofe Troops and 
‘ Arms that were defign’d to be employ'd in a Holy 
© War, in Defence of our Holy Church; and laftly, 
¢if you fet at Nought the Faith of the Promifes 
¢ which you have fo often made to us, or rather ro

© lors will draw upon themfelves the terrible Confe-

* Church and Religion; and that you would be 
— to hearken to us, to us, who are as a 

ather to you, who love you tenderly, and who 
give you true and wholefome Advice, rather than 
© to thofe Sons of Infidelity, who only care for the 
© Things of this World, and who, having your Glory 
* lefs in View than to gain Renown to themfelves, 
* put you upon Defigns advantageous in Appearance, 
* but that will prove very pernicious in their Confe- 
§ quences: We therefore once more conjure you - 
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€ Jet all Things reft as they are; and if any Altera- 
© tion hasalready happen‘d, to reftore them to the 
© Conditign they were in before, that fo you may fe- 
cure your own Honour and the Quiet of your 
Daattlenes; contribute to the publick Tranquillity, 
and, ina Word, prevent the juft Complaints of ait 
good Men.

The Manifeflo which the Court of Spain thought

© of the Ecclefiaftical State were threaren’d with an

¢ lution, he muft have been fore'd to it by fuperior 
¢ Reafons, and more powerful Motives. This, in- 
© deed, I have learn’d from his Majefty’s own Mouth, 
© and am order'd to inform your Excellency of it, 
© which I nowam going to do, in as few Words as 
£ poflible. 

© The King has, with unparalel’d Magnanimi- 
"ty, borne the difmembering of his Dominions, 
‘which the Plenipotentiaries for treating the late 
© Peace thought fit to facrifice to the publick Tran- 
¢ quillity : But his Majefty well hopd, that fuch a 
© Sacrifice would have fecur’d the Peace of a Nation, 
¢ whofe Valour was not feconded by Fortune ; and 
¢ that what was ftipulated, would have been, at leaft, 
‘ religioufly obfervd. His Majefty neverthelefs, to 
* procure the Tranquillity of Spain, yielded up the 
. Sapien of Sicily, on Condition that his Enemies 
© jhould evacuate Catalonia and the Mile of Majorca; 
“ but he foon faw, that thofe who commanded there, 
£ conceal’d the Difpatches and Orders which they re- 
© ceiv’d : And when the King caus’d the Allies to be 
© intorm’d of it, thofe very Commanders feign d, 
‘that they would exccute the Treaty, by Virtue ot 
© which the Reftitution of thole Places was de- 
© manded of them. 

‘ In Conformity to that Treaty, the Archduke’s 
© Garrifons had nothing todo but to deliver up the 
© Gates of .every Place to the King, as is ufwal in the 
© jike Cafe among other European Powers: But the 
© Archduke’s Generals, without having Regard to 
© the Faith of Tteaties, abandon’d:thofe Places to ‘the 
* Catalans, and gave them Hopes of returning foon 
® to their Afliftance ; by which Promifés they topport. 
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© edthe Audacioufnefs of that People, who were in- 
© clind to a Revolt, and urg’d them on toa Refi- 
© ftance as unjuftas it wasobitinate. Befides, what 
* was yet more outrageous againft his Majefty, the 
: Archduke’s Generals, to enable thofe Rebels to per- 
© fift the longer in their Rebellion, permitted them, 
© at the Time of their embarking, to feize the Horfes 
© belonging to their Troops. They attempted alfo to 
© deliver up Oftalrick to them; a Place which they 
© themfelves had defir'd of the King, and which his 
© Majefty had granted them, as a Place of Refuge 
€ and Security to the Archduke’s Troops that were to 
© embark. 

¢ What Expences! What Calamities has not Spain 
© fuffer'd by thefe Breaches of Faith, this Violation of 
© fo folemn a Treaty ? It had been a lefs Evil to 
¢ have continu’d the War, and more glorious to have 
© run the Hazards of it. But his Majefty’s real Defire 
€ to maintain the publick Tranquillity prevail’d over 
© his juft Refentments. The King unwillingly faw 
© the continual Succours that were fent from Naples to 

‘© the Support of his revolted Subjeéts, and to heigh- 
© ten the Infolence of the Rebels; but conceal’d his 
¢ juft Refentments, in Hopes of procuring, by De- 
© grees, Repofe to his Subjects after fo long and fo 
¢ Teftraétive a War. How much more eafy would it 
© have been to his Majefty to have invaded both by 
« Sea and Land the Territories poffefs‘d by the Arch- 
© duke, and by that Means to have made him fenfible 
© of the injurious and ungenerous Treatment he had 
¢ receiv’d from him? Rut notwithftanding all this 
© Moderation on the Part of the King, the Arch- 
© duke continu’d in his Breach of Faith to his Ma- 
€ jefty ;for tho Letters were indeed fent tothe Generals 
¢ and Governors in Majorca to furrender that Ifland to 
© the King, yet contrary Orders were privately given 
© them; upon which they delay’d the Performance, 
© in hope that Succours would arrive from Germany, 
© which would involve Spain in a new War, and 
« plunge that Kingdom into new Expences and Mife- 
© ries; but at length the King made himfelf Mafter of 
‘ theCity, and then indeed the Ifland was deliver'd 
¢ to him. : 

. © Ie is natural to believe, that then at leaft the 
¢ Miniftry at Vienna would willingly have conceal’d 
* the Share they had in the Revolt of the = 
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‘ Subjects ; bur by the Rewards that were given to 
© the moft obftinate of the Kebels, and thofe who had 
© moft diftinguitb’d themfelves by the unnatural Rebel- 
€ lion againft their undoubted lawful Sovereign, the 
‘ faid Miniftry fufficiently declar'd themfelves the Au- 
‘thors of a Rebellion, committed by a People fo 
‘ vile and perfidious. 

‘The War which the Zurks declar'd againft the 
© Archduke, open’d to his Majefty the Gate of Re- 
€ venge, and prefented him with a tair Opportunity 
©to recover the Territories which the Archduke had 
© ufurp’d upon him: His Majefty however took no 
‘ Advantage of that favourable Conjunéture ; for he 
© not only condefcended not to difturb the Peace of 
© Iraly, but in Oppofition to his own Intereft, 
‘ contributed to the aggrandizing of his Enemy, by 
‘ granting, out of a Principle of Religion and a 
‘truly Chriftian Zeal, Succcurs to the Archduke’s 
© Allies, which enabled them to conquer their com- 
* mon Enemy. 

© The King perfwaded himfelf, that if fo generous 
© a Conduct on his Part did not infpire in the Arch- 
© duke a Defire of Peace, it woul’ at leaft have engag’d 
© him to fhew as great a Regard for his Majefty as is 
© obferv'd even between declar'd Eneties, and the 
© Generals of Armies, when in Sight of one another: 
© But, on the contrary, injurious Declarations have 
© been publith’d in Italy, Flanders, and at Vienna, high- 
‘ly reflecting on his Majefty’s Perfon and Dignity ; 
‘and that Words and Aé¢tions might be all of a 
€ Piece, the Archduke has caus'd the Grand Inquifi- 
© tor of Spain to be feiz’d, even tho’ he was furniih’d 
‘with his Holinefs’s Pafspotts, authoriz’d and ap- 
€ prov'd by Cardinal Scrottenbach: This laft Affront 
: he renew'd the Remembrance of all the former, and 
‘ awaken’d the Obligations that a King lies under to 
* revenge himfelf, and to obtain Satisfaction for the 
* Indignities and Injuries he has receiv’d, and which 
“hecannot calmly put up without leflening his Au- 
€ thority in the Minds of his People, who will look 
‘upon him as incapable of fecuring their Repofe, if 
‘he pafs by fuch Affronts that are oiferd to his own 
©Crown. Ina Word, this Infult offer’d to the King, 
* in the Perfon of the Grand Inquifitor of Sain. his 
* convine’d his Majefly, that the Minifiry at /ienn2 
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: have at all Times fought Occafions of humbling the 
; Minds of a Nation, who have always been moft 
fenfibly affected in Points that touch their Honour, 
* and who take thefe Injuries as open Affronts offer'd 
to the Perfon of their King. Nothing but thefe 
ferious Reflections could have diverted his Majefty’s 
Intentions of fending the powerful Succours that 
were prepar'd againft the Zurk, the Enemy of the 
Archduke, nor h:ve excited his Juftice to employ 
them in a lawful Revenge. 
© Your Excellency knows how ardently his Majefty 
wilhes the Increafe of the Church’s Glory ; and 
therefore you are commanded to make known, that 
nothing, but the moft powerful Motives, could have 
fufpended the Efforts which his Piety excited him to 
contribute towards it. It is to mea fenfible Mortifi- 
cation to fee the Succours defign’d for the Pope, 
employ’d otherwife for a while; mor am I lef$.con- 
cern’d at the juft Refentments the King is compell’d 
to thew, and which are the Caufe of that Delay. I 
heartily wifh, that the Minifters of fo great a Prince 
as the Archduke, had form’d Projects worthy of 
their Matter, inftead of drawing upon themfelves 
the Blame of all Europe, by a continu’d Series of 
manifeft Violations of the moftfolemn Treaties, 
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The Prince de Celamare, Embaffador of Spain’ at 
the Court of France, prefented likewife, in his own 
Name, 2 Memorial about the Invafion of Sardinia, 
to the Marihal d’Huxelles, Prefident of the Council 
for foreign Affairs, when he communicated to him 
the preceding Letter of the Marquefs Grimaldo ; which 
Memorial is as follows : 


SIR, 


HE confus’d Reports and furprizing News 
that for fome Time paft have been current at 

this and all the other Courts of Europe, that the 
King my Mafter defign’d to employ the Sea and 
Land-Forces he was affembling at Barcelona on 
fome Secret Enterprize, together with the prefling 
Inftances, continual Reprefentations, and uncom- 
mon Applications, which I know were made at 
Pivis as well as at London, by the German Minifters 
and their Adherents, the Remorfe of whofe Con- 
‘ {ciences 
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‘ feiences, upon the firft Advice of fuch an Enter- 
‘ prize, rung the Alarm, have hitherto kept me un- 
¢der no fmall Uneafinefs, as your Excellency, who 
¢ very well knows how zealous I am for the Glory 
¢ of the King my Mafter, and how entirely I am de- 
£ voted to his Service, may very well judge, as well as 
‘ by the extream Agitations I was in on the firft 
$ hearing of thofe Reports: But that Ferment was tho- 
© roughly calm’d by a Letter I receiv’d from the Mar- 
© quefs Grimaldo, a Copy whereof I have annex’d to 
¢ this Memorial, which I have now the Honour to 
¢ deliver to your Excellency. 

* In that Letter, ] have the Satisfaction to fee the 
© Reafons that have induc’d the King my Mafter to 
€ attempt the Recovery of Sardinia by Force of Arms, 
‘fet forth in fuch a Manner, as muft convince the 
© whole World of the Juftice of that Expedition. 
* Even I my felf, whofe Penetration is but weak, 
‘do neverthelefg already perceive the Solidity of 
¢ thofe Reafons, which are grounded on the Infraéti- 
‘ons made by the Court of FVienn1, of the folemn 
¢ Treaties concluded for the Evacuation of Caralonia 
‘and Majorca, and on the Non-pertformance of the 
‘ Conditions agreed upon for the Ceflation of Arms 
© in Italy : Such Contraventions as ought never to be 
* forgotten ! 

€¥ therefore put into your Excellency’s Hands 2 
© Copy of the Marquefs Grimaldo’s Letter, that you 
may be entirely convinc’d of the Juftice of his 
© Catholick Mayjefty’s Arms, and be the better able 
“to inform the Regency more exactly of it. I can 
©only add one Reflection to the Contents of this 
¢ Letter, which is, that as the King my Matter has hi- 
‘therto forborn to attack the Archduke in the 
¢ Dominions he ufurps upon him, upon two Motives 
€ equally wife and important; fo he does not do it at 
€ prefent, but at the utmoft Extremity, and afrer the 
‘ Archduke has violated all the Kefpec&t due to 
‘crown’ Heads, and affronted him by violently 
© feizing the Grand Inquifitor of Span. 

¢ The firft Motive is, that the King my Mafter 
© whofe Courage and Greatnefs of Soul are worthy 
‘of his High Birth and Throne, is more fenfibly 
‘touch’d ar the Indignities that wound his Honour, 
‘thin at any Attempts that were lJevel’d chiefly a- 
* gainft his Intereft ; of which Truth 1 am an unde- 
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niable Witnefs, having feen to what a Degree his 
generous Courage. was provok’d, when he heard 
the Account of thofe unjuft Violences and odious 
Treatments, which, atter theLofs of the Kingdom 
of Naples, the Germans gave in the Prifons of Milan, 
to the Viceroy, the Marquefs de Villena, and the 
general Officers who ferv’d under him ; among 
whom I had the ineftimable Honour to be diftin- 
guifh’d bythe fpecial Care the King’s Enemies took 
to abufe me. 
€ Your Excellency will foon perceive the Merit and 
Juftice of the fecond Motive. The laft Affront 
which the Archduke has put upon the King my 
Mafter, at a Time when he leaft expe‘ted to receive 
another, is like an additional Weight thrown into 
one Side of a Pair of Scales that ftood equally pois'd 
before, and has unavoidably borne down the Ba- 
lance: Neverthelefs, his Catholick Majefty would 
have facrificd his juft Refentments to thofe holy 
Maxims, which are the Rule of his Conduét, and 
would have offer'd another Victim to the Good of 
Chriflendom, if he had not feen the naval Forces of 
the Venetians, and the Potentates their Allies, Ma- 
fiers of the Sea in the Levant ; and if, after all, he 
had not been fully convine’d that he was under an 
inevitable Necefliry of making a confiderable Effort, 
in order to prevent frefh Affronts, and to confound 
the Pride of his Enemies, who, to teftify their 
inveterate Hatred, have fallen upon a Clergy-man, 
whom his old Age and Infirmities ought rather to 
have render’d an Object of their Compaflion, and 
in the Outrages they have committed upon his Per- 
fon, have trampled under Foot the Laws of Nations, 
and the Treaties which ought to have fhelrer’d him 
from all Manner of Imprifonment ; the rather, be- 
caufe it was by. the exprefs Confent of the Arch- 
duke’s Minifter at Rome, that he took his Way thro’ 
the State of Milan, with a Pafsport given him by 
the Fope : The Archduke, in violating that Pafsport, 
has thewn but little Refpec&t to the fupream Head’ 
of that Church, againft whofe Enemies be fo much 
boafts of being engag'd in War at this Time.. 
I pray God to preferve your Excellency as long at I 
fp it.

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About the fame Time the Marquef$ de Beretti Landi 
deliver’d the following Memorial on the fame Sub- 
je&t to the States-General, ; 


¢ her High-Mightineffes having done the 
¢ under-written Embaffador of Spain, the Mar- 
© quefs Beretti Landi, the Honour to tell him in a 
‘ “am Yefterday, that you defir’d to have in 
© Writing the Reafons which the faid Embaflador 
¢ then alledg’d, in Demonftration of the juft Caufes 
© of the King his Mafter’s fending a Fleet and Troops 
© to poffefs themfelves of S:rdinia, he will endeavour 
¢ in this Memorial to fet down, at leaft, the moft 
© weighty of thofe Reafons; but firft of all to de- 
€ clare in it his Majefty’s generous Intentions for the 
¢ publick Tranquillity, and his entire Confidence in 
¢ your High-Mightineffes. 

© The Marquefs de, Grimaldo’s Letter, drawn up in 
© Form of a Manifefto, which the Embaffador lefc 
© in your High-Mightineffes Hands, muft have given 
¢ you a fuller Information; but you will have the 
¢ Goodnefs to hear, if you pleafe, a very remarkable 
« Particular ; namely, that when his Holinefs, to re- 
« move all Scruples from the Mind of the Archduke 





¢ in Relation to the War with Turkey, obtain’d the 
« King my Mafter’s Confent, that nothing thould be 
¢ attempted on his Part in Italy, againft the Neutrality 
« during the faid. War; and, on the other Hand, 
« defir'd of the gery bow he would not (by his 


« Emiffaries and Spanifh Rebels at Vienna) form any 
« Intrigues to difturb the Repofe of Spain, the faid 
<« Prince never gave the leaft Anfwer to his Holinefs 
« upon that Head; but, on the contrary, when the 
« King of Spain had. fent a Squadron to the Levayy, 
¢ the faid Archduke us’‘d all his Endeavours to excite 
¢ Mutinies and Troubles in Spain ; but let him conti- 
¢ nue his Efforts of that Nature as long as he pleafes, 
«and tho’ he may poflibly find in fo vaft a Monarchy 
¢ fome corrupted Minds, yet he may reft ailur’d, 
« that his Intrigues will come to Nothing, ina Nati- 
<« on full of Honour and Fideliry. However, it evi- 
¢ dently appeats, that at the fame Time that his Ca- 
¢ tholick Majefty engag’d on his Part to maintain the 
¢ Neutrality of Italy, notwith{tanding fo many former 
¢ Injuries and Provocations, the Archduke thought 
+ himfelf at Liberty to fow all the Divifions in vere 
‘ ar that 
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that. poffibly he could. The Neutrality of Italy 

appears already to all the World, asa Treaty flight- 

ed, and even violated, contrary to the Refpect due 
~ the Potentates who were pleas’d to be Guarantees 
of if. 

¢ In Regard to Signior Molinez, Great Inquifitor of 

Spain, tho’ he be mention’d at large in the Marquefs 

de Grimaldo’s Letter, I have the Honour neverthelefs 

to remind your High Mightineffes, that that Prelate 

might, by Virtue of the Neutrality alone, have gone 

undifturbd thro’the Milaneze, without any Pafs, 
* tho’ he had one of his Holinefs, grounded on the 
¢ Affurances given to the Holy Father by Cardinal 
© Scrottenhach, 

* Your High-Mightineffes are likewife defir’d to 
‘- reflect on the exceflive Contributions that are at this 
© Time demanded by the Court of Vienna of the Prin- 
* ces of Italy, contrary to what is ftipulated in the 
© Treaty of Neutrality. 

Your High-Mightineffes will be pleas’d likewife 
© to confider the late Declaration publith’d at Vienna, 
© in Form of an Edit, againft the peaceful and un- 
¢ doubted Dominion of the Republick of Venice over 
¢ the Adriatick Sea. - This is a very furprizing Cafe: 
¢ The Republick of Venice is engag’d, as well as the 
¢ Archduke, in a War againft the Turks : Venice 
¢ makes an Alliance with that Prince, and God 
¢ knows to what mean Terms fhe was forced to fub- 
¢ mit. The Archduke and the Republick find them- 
€ felves united in one common Intereft, and involv’d 
¢ in one common Danzer ; and the Archduke takes 
« this very Opportunity to make that infulting De- 
‘S¢laration againit the Republick, which in a Manner 
¢,Stabs her to the very Heart, as will evidently appear 
¢ toany who will read the Hiftory of that Common- 
¢ wealth. I take the Liberty moft humbly to repre- 

fent to your High-Mightineffes, that this Inftance 
alone, attenled as it is with fuch aggravating Cir- 
cumftances. isa tufficient Leffon to iniftrn& all rhofe 
who thall be fought to by the Court of Vienna, to 
beware how they make Alliances with them. 

‘ The King my Mafter has difcover’d many other 
¢-under-hand Defigns of that Court, who now with- 
‘out Caufe complain aloud of the pretended Jn- 
* fraQion of the Neutrality of Jta/y, made by his 
© Catholick Majefty. Will your High ———- 
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© be pleas'd only to know, that Confultations are 
‘daily held at Vienna, by the Council call’d there, 
© The Counci! of Spain, to feize the Port of Leghorn 
¢ this approaching Winter ? Who does not ihudder 
‘ at this dreadful News, the difmal and fatal Confe- 
* quences of which are eafy to be imagin’d ? Who 
¢ will not conclude from thefe Proceedings, and from 
® the other Particulars which I have had’ the Honour 
* to reprefent to you, that the Archduke is the In- 
‘ frator and Aggreffor, and that the King of Spain 
* ought no longer, for the Welfare of Europe, to 
* content himfelf barely with making Keprefentations 
* to the Potentates in Friendihip with him? For all 
* that has been alledg’d by Way of Propofal ro recon- 
* cile Differences,was mere Amufement ; flung in by the 
‘ Archduke, to gain the Good-will of the Mediators. 
* Je ought therefore to Le maturely weigh’d, that if 
‘ the Archduke thould once make himfelf Matter of 
* Leghorn, he will foon be able to get a Naval Force ; 
* and if atterwards he can but make himfelf Matter of 
* all Italy, (to which ’tis evident his Ambition eggs 
© him on, and that he will not ftick at the moit 
‘ violent Methods to compafs that Defign, without 
¢ Regard to any Perfon whatfoever) all Europe will, 
‘ at laft, tho’ too late, feel the Effects of it, and be- 
‘¢ wail their own Negligence. How many Princes, 
© both of Italy and Germany, were invited to fend 
‘their Plenipotentiaries to Raden, to reprefent their 
¢ Grievances, becaufe, as they were told, thofe Mar- 
‘ters could not be determin’d in the Congrefs at 
© Utrecht? And yet thofe Minifters were fent Home 
¢ with a mortifying Intimation, that their Matters 
¢ muft apply themfelves to the Court of Vienna for 
¢ Juftice ? To mention the Fate of fome of rhofe 
¢ Princes. Your High-Mightineffes know, that the 
¢ Archduke keeps Aftmina, (which, by its Situation, 
¢ isina Manner the Ciradel of all Jtaly) from a Houle 
¢ that has always been entirely devoted to him, tho’ 
¢ not all the Shuffling of the Aulick Council can find 
¢ the leaft Colour to juftify that Ufurpation. I defire 
¢ your High-Mightineffes ro permit me to make U'e 
¢ of thefe Expreilions : The Approaches are made on 
¢ all Sides: If the Princes of Europe, who are fo high- 
© ly concern’d not to fuiter fuch an Event, do not 
© take proper Meafures, Isa/y is on the Brink of utter 
£§ Deftruction.

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* The King of Spain, my Mafter, (as his Majeft 

has been vracioufly pleas’d to inform me) has caus’ 

all the neceflary Reprefentations to be made to the 
King of Great Britain ; and promifes himfelf, that 
his Britannick Majefty, befides the Reflections ne- 
ceflary to the publick Tranquillity, will bear in 
Mind the Advantages that England has gain’d by the 
two Treaties concluded at Madrid after the Peace 
of Utrecht, and feveral other demonftrative Proofs 
which the King°of Spain has given him of his good 
Faith: Befides,his Brisannick Majefty is already,or will 
be thortly inform’d of what your High-Mightinefles 
will now know from me, that notwithftanding the 
above Reafons for the King my Mafter’s taking 
Arms, his Majefty will yet, to thew his Moderation, 
content himfelf for the prefent with the Enterprize 
of Sardinia; he having order’d the greater Expediti- 
ons, for which, tis well known, all Things were 
in a Readinefs, to be fufpended, to give Time and 
Opportunity to the Potentates of Europe to take Mea- 
fures, and concert proper Expedients to fecure the 
Repofe of Jta/y, upon which the Ballance of Europe 
depends: This is that very Balance upon which the 
late War was grounded. His Majefty defires to 
know, if this Balance has been obtain’d? Or, ra- 
ther, If fome Perfons have not contributed to aug- 
ment the Fower of a Prince, who, by his Condué, 
feems to have no other View than his own Gran- 
deur; and who,by what appears, would hardly fcruple 
to begin with thofe to whom he has the greateft 
Obligations ? 

‘ The faid Embafiador of Spain has a very agreea- 
ble Order trom the King his Mafter, to declare the 
Confideration his Majefty has for the States-General. 
¢ During this Sufpenfion of Arms, which his Ma- 
jefty has been gracioully pleas’d to order, to put it 
in the Fower of the Potentates of Europe to find out 
Remedies agreeable to Juftice and the univerfal 
Tranguillity, and proper for fecuring a Balance, his 
Majeity declares, That being fatisty’d with your 
High-Mightinefles Condu&, and applauding. the 
Reyard you have for him, in Confideration thereof, 
his Maiefty will, ow his Part, encourage and protect 
your Commerce, and have your Intereft as much at 
Heart as his own : He will make no Difficulty to put 


© his Pretenfions into the Hands of the States-Gene- 
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¢ yal; and how greatan Honour will this illuftrious Arbi- 
¢ tration be to you? His Majeity will have a Complacen- 
¢ cy, a Moderation and Magnanimity beyond what can 
‘ be imagin’d ; and faving what is indifpenfible to

The above Memorials, and other Pieces, contain 
the Reafons, which the Minifters of Spain thought fit 
toalledge in |uftification of their Mafter’s having 
attack’d the Emperor ; who neither by himéelf, nor by 
his Minifters, has yet made any Reply to them. We 
proceed now to give a fuccin& Relation of the Con- 

vealed Sardinia, by the Forces of his Catholick 

aiefty. 

The’ uadron that was fitted out in feveral Ports of 
Spain, as ‘twas given out,to aflift the Venetian: arriv'd at 
Barcelonain the Beginning of Fu/y; and then ‘twas foon 
perceiv'd, that the Zurkif> War had been but the Pre- 
tence of that Armament ; for the Spaniards caus’d 
moft of their Troops to march to Barcelona, and other 
maritime Places on the Coaft of the Mediterranean, 
and embark’d a confiderable Body of them, with a 
Train of Artillery, and Arms for fix or feven thou- 
fand Men, on Board the Tranfports they had prepar'd 
to go along with the Fleet; and the firft Convoy, un- 
der the Command of the Marquefs Miri, fail’d from 
Barcelona on the 25th of July. They touch’d at 
Majorca on the 3 of Auguft ; but meeting with con- 
trary Winds, foul Weather, and fometimes Calms, 
ariv’d not at Cagliaré ‘till the 21ft of that Month ; 
but the othef Part of the Fleet, that was letr at Barce~ 
lona, tatake on Board the refit of the Forces, per- 
form’d their Voyage with greater Succefs, and arriv’d 
there on the roth. The very Day that the laft Squa- 
dron arriv’d, the Marquefs de Lede, General of Foot, 
who commanded in Chief in this Expedition, fenran 
Officer on Shore to fummon the Marquefs de Rubi, Vice- 
roy of Sardinia,to furrender the Town of Cagliari andthe 
whole Hland to his Spanifh Maijefty ; which he abfo- 
lutely refufing to do, the neceffary Difpofitions were 
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made for landing the Troops the next Morning 
which was accordingly done near the Salt-Pits ; and 
by Three inthe Afternoon they were all on Shore, 
to the Number of about Gonos Foot and 600 Dragoons, 
mounted. Mean while 5co Imperial Horfe, of which 
200 were regular Troops, appear’d at fome Diftance 
from the Place of landing; but the Cannon of the 
Soanifh Gallies firing upon them continually, kepr 
them off, and the Defcent was made without any 
Oppofition. The fame Day the Spanifp Troops ad- 
vanc’d towards Cagliarvi, and encamp'd in the Plain of 
Lazaretto, while the Fleet which had anchor’d off the 
Salt-Pits, during the Difembarkation, fail'd, and took 
their Station before the Town. On the 22d the 
Spanifh Forces took Poffeffion of the Convent of Bon- 
aive, the mperialifts retiring into the Suburbs of 
Cagliari, without firing a Shot; and thence their Foot 
withdrew into the Town, the Horfe marching off into 
the Country, to hinder the Seaniards from fupplying 
themfelves with Provifions from the Mand. ‘The 
2qth the General, with all his Dragoons, and a De- 
tachment of Foot, march’d ont of the Camp, to take 
a View of the Country in the Neighbourhood of 
Cagliari, and in his March fell in with a Party of 
Imperial Horfe, whom he defeated, killing 12 of them, 
with the Lofs of only. one of his Dragoons, and _te- 
turn’d to the Camp with fome Prifoners and Cattle. 
On the z5th and 26th the Spaniards. were employd in 
landing their Artillery and Ammunition for attacking 
the Place by Land, while the Men of War came and 
moor’d before the Mouth of the Port in Form ofa 
Half-Moon. On the 28th the Siege was form’d, but 
the Troops were oblig’d tu keep in their Lines 12 Days, 
without any Military Operations, except throwing in 
of fome Bombs, for want of Fafcines which the Sca- 
men of the Fleet were employ’d to cut and make ia 
the Neighbourhood of Palsfino, it being neceffary to 
attack the Caftleand the Lower Town in Form, in 
which were the MarquefS de Rubi, the Marquefs della 
Guardia, the Count de St. Antonio, the Marquels & 
Pes, the Count de St. Martino, and other Partifans 
of the Houfe of Aufriz, with goo Horfe of the Re- 
giment of Carreras, and the ordinary Garrifon of 
300 Foot ; as alfoa Company of Afiguelets, Catalonians, 
Majorcans, and Vaiencians, with a few ot the Militia 
of the Country, who all feem’d determin’d to adent 
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themfelves to the laft Extremity. On the r2th of 
September 200000 Fafcines having been brought to the 
Camp, the Seamen were fet to Work to raife a Bat- 
tery of q Guns againft the Bulwark of Durfina ; and 
the Line was extended towards the Caftle de la Con- 
tefa, in order to open the Trenches on that Side: 
Put the Grenadiers order’d on this Service, were re- 
puls’\d, by the Fire of four Cannon loaded with Car- 
tridge-Shot, by which a Captain and tour Men were 
kill’d. and five wounded. On the 13th feveral Villa- 
ges fubmitted tothe Obedience of the King of Spain; 
as did alfo the Archbilhop of Cagliari, the Marquefs ot 
Villavias, the Family of Maffoni, and others; and in 
Upper Sardinia the People in general rife in Arms, 
and declar’d for his Catholick Majefty. That Night 
the Trenches were open’d, and the Approaches were 
continu d for feveral Days together with inconfidera- 
ble Lofs, while the Bombs of the Befiegeis did great 
Execution on the Houfes of the Town, On the 
16th arriv d from Barcelona 16 Tartanes and 2 Men of 
War, with one Regiment of Horfe and another of 
Foot, by which the Spanif Camp was reinfore’d to 
8000 Foot and 800 Horfe, without computing the 
Men belonging to the Fleet, who, by the Command 
of the Marquefs Mari, were very ferviceable on Shore ; 
while feveral Prizes were likewife taken at Sea by the 
Vigilance ot that Admiral On the r7th the Mar- 
— de Rubi caus'd the Suburbs of Villanuova, with 
the Convent call’d, I! Fefu del Padri Offzrvanti, to be 
burnt, in order to lay all open before the Walls ; and 
then obferving that the Spaniards had advanc'd their 
Approaches within Piftol-Shot of the Place, he re- 
tird out of ic with 150 Horfe and fome Gentlemen, 
leaving the Command to the Marquefs della Guardia, 
and Colonel Carveras ; foon after which, moft of the 
reft of the Cavalry fled alfo out of the Place. Upon 
Notice of this on the reth, the Marquefs de Lede 
detach'd the Count de Pezuela with 300 Dragoons, in 
Purfuit of the Marquefs de Rubi; and the faid 
Count us‘d fuch Diligence, that he overtook him in 
the Road to Alzuero, near a Village call'd, Sciamanna 
in the Neighbourhdod of Oreffan, where he attack d 
and defeated them : The Marguefs him (lf was wound- 
edin the Arm, but leaping a Ditch, made his Efcape, 
and gotinto Algnero, with only 13 of his Men, the 
reit being either killd or taken. Among the Prifo- 
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ners was the Count de St. Antonio, General of the 
Galleys of Sardinia, who was put on Board a Spanifh 
Man of War, and fent to Barcelona. The reft that 
were taken, who amounted to about 120, all lifted 
themfelves in the Spanif Troops. In the mean Time 
the Siege went on, and the new Governour pretend- 
ed to defend the Place: upon which the Spaniards 
pufh’d on their Batteries with all Expedition, and 
fir’d continually, from the 22d.to the 30th of Sep- 
tember, with great Fury, in order to make a 
Breach in the Walls of the Caftle ; and threw in a 
good Number of Bombs. The Befieg’d made like- 
wife a very great Fire with their Artillery ; but on the 
3oth inthe Afternoon, the Breach being become al- 
moft practicable, the Garrifon beat a Parley, and 
Lieutenant-Colonel Slopina was fent out to offer to 
treat of a Capitulation; the Debate about fettling 
the Articles held two Days ; the Spaniards _infifting on 
the Garrifon’s furrendering themfelves Prifoners of 
War, and the Garrifon, upon being conduéted to 
Alguero, or tranfported to Naples, both which were 
flatly deny’d them ; but atlength it was agreed on 
the third Day, that the Soldiers fhould march out 
with their Baggage, but without Arms, and the Offi- 
cers with their Arms and Baggage, ani that. they 
ihould be tranfported to Genoa. Accordingly the 
Caftle was put into the Hands of the Spaniayds the 
Day following, but 180 of the Garrifon lifted them- 
{elves in the Spanifp Troops. No other Terms could 
be obtain’d forthe Town of Cagliari, and the open 
Country of the Ifland of Sardinia,than that the Inhabi- 
tants fhould fubmit to the Clemency of the Conqueror, 
The Capital of Sardinia being thus fubdu’'d, the 
Marquefs de Lede immediately fent a Detachment to 
attack dlguero, into which Place the Marquefs de Rubi 
had made his Efcape, defigning, as ‘twas givén out, 
to defend himfelt there to the laft Extremity ; but 
{carce were the Spanifb Troops arriv’d before it, but 
he fled from thence into Eaftle Arragoneze 5 both 
which Places fubmitted to the Spaniards without ma- 
king any Refiftance ; the firft of them on the 28th, 
the Jaft on the 3th of Ofober ; and both on the fame 
Capitulation as Cagliari ; fo that the Marquefs de Rubi 
was permitted to quit the Ifland, having got Leave to 
tranfport himfelf to Genoa, which he did accordingly ; 
and thus the whole Kingdom of Sardjaia was reducd 
. . 10 
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to the Obedience of his Catholick Majefty: After 
which, the Marquefs de Lede having left qooo Men 


in that Ifland, embark’d with the reft of his Forces, 
and return’d to Spain.

Continuation of the War between the Venetians 
and the Turks. 


At TER the Sea-Engagements mention’d in our 
laft, the Venetian Fleet retir’d to Zante ; and that 
of the Turks, between Modon and, Sapienza, where 
they continu’d fome Time, and then return’d to Con- 
ftantinople. But the Campaign ended not thus at 
Land ; for the Venetians «refolv’d to make themfelves 
Mafters of feveral Places in Epirus, and to this Pur- 
pofe embark’d a ftrong Body of Men under the Com- 
mand of General Schuylembourg, who landed with 
them near Prevefa, a {mall Town with only a fingle 
Mud-Wall to defend it ; fo that he flatterd 
himfelf that he fhould be able to take it Sword in 
Hand ; but found himfelf difappointed, for he took 
it not “till the Turks had abandon’d it, after they 
had made feven Sallies upon the Béfiegers, and kill’d 
them 15co Men, tho’the Zurks were not in al] above 
Soo. Six of thefe Sallies were made during the firft 
four Days of the Siege, but on the fifth Day of ir, 
the Venetians having refus’d them honourable Terms, 
the whole Garrifon came out, and pouring all at once 
upon one of the Quarters of the Venetian Camp, put 
all into Confufion in an Inftant, drove the Befiegers 
clear away from their Pofts, making. a great Slaughter 
of them, After this they retir’d into the Town, 
which neverthelefs they abandon’d in the Evening, 
marching off in View of the Venetians, who had 
been fo roughly handled in the Morning, that they 
thought not fit to try their Fortune in a fecond A&i- 
on the fame Day, but were glad on any Terms to take 
the Place, which being of no Strength, is confe- 
quently of fmall Importance, This happen’d on the 
22d of Ofober, N.S. 

On the 26th of that Month, the Land-Forces, 
under General Schuylembourg, having again embark'd 
on Board the Fleet commanded by the Captain- Gene- 





ral Pifemi, proceeded from Preveza, and landing in the 
Neighbourhood of Von'zza, another Town in Epirus, 
made 
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mae the neceflary Difpofitions for attacking it. This 
Town was defended by t&co Turks ; among them qoo 
Spahi’s ; and, by its Situation, is a Place of fome 
Strength. The Venetians were firft oblig’d to 'poflefs 
themfelves of a Hill, in ordér to make a near Ap- 
proach to the Place ; and upon that Hill a Body of 
Turks appear’d, drawn_upin good Order, as if they 
were determin’d to defend that Poft: But the Menetians 
advancing in Battalia, the Infidels retir’d from the 
Hill into the Place where they held a Council of 
War, in which it was refolv’'d to abandon it, This 
they accordingly did on the 2d of November, and 
manag’d the Matter with fo much Conduct and 
Secrecy, that they had been fome Time in full March, 
before it was known in the Camp of the Venetians ; 
who at leaft made Ufe of this Pretext to excufe their 
not purfuing shemor falling upon their Rear; by 
which, however, they tacitly own, that their Vigi- 
Jance was not equal to the Diligence of the Infidels. 
After this, General Schuylembourg took the fmali Town 
of 4tta without Oppofition. ‘Thefe Conquefts made 
fome Amends for the ill Succefs the Venetian Arms 
met with about the fame Time in Albania: The Ac- 
count of which is as follows : About the middle of 
Oftober, General Jfocenigo having affembled the grand 
Army of the Venetians in Dalmuia, amounting to a- 
hout rococo Men, and being join’d by near as many 
Montenegrins, who had fubmitted to the Obedience 
of the Republick, march’d with thefe Forces anda 
confiderable Train of Artillery, to make an Invafion 
into the Turkifs Territories on the Side of Albania, 
His firit Defign was to have attack’d Scutari, ha- 
ving fome Intelligence in the Place ; but that being 
difcoverd, oblig’d him to alter his Meafures, and he 
fate down before Antivar?, which lies on the Side of 
Albania, towards the Sea, at a {mall Diftance from 
Dulcigno. The Garrifon of this Place was very ftrong, 
the Twks having reirfore’d it to upwards of 3000 
Men, having had Intelligence, or at leaft miftrufting, 
that the Town would beattack d. The /enecian Army 
had no fooner form’'d the Siege, than, as is ufual in 
thofe Parts at that Time of the Year, the great Rains 
began to fall, fo that the Befiegers could fink no 
Trenches for the firft 20 Days they came before the 
Place; during which Time the Garrifon harafs’d 
‘them with continual Sallies, in which they ~— 
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with fuch Bravery, fuch defperate Refolution, as gave 
the Venetians plainly to fee it would be no eafy Taik 
for them to conquer the Place. Befides, the Hard- 
Ships the Soldiers underwent in carrying on a Siege 
at that Seafon of the Year, difcourag’d them {fo 
very much, that they de‘erted in whole Compa- 
nies, and*ran into the Town, from which they 
daily fally’d out again, and, in Conjunction with the 
Infidels, attack’d the Venetian Camp. In a Word, 
this Defertion of the Soldiers, as it weaken’d the 
Army of the Befiegers, fo it doubly ftrengthen’d the 
Befieg'd, and cheer'd up their Hearts to that Degree, 
that the Governor of the Town being very fenfible of 
the Conditicn to which the Enemies were reduc’d, 
refolv’d no more to make Sallies, now here, now there, 
upon this Quarter or that of their Camp ; but march- 
ing out with his whole Garrifon, attack’d them in all 
Places, and came to a general Engagement with them; 
the Effe& of which was, that the Venetian Army 
was a" defeated, compell’d to raife the Siege, 
and leave behind them their Camp, Baggage, and 
Artillery. The General, Signor Mocenigo, who was 
at the Head of the Cavalry, not beiug able, by Rea- 
fon of the Situation of the Ground, to a& with them 
in the Engagement, made his Retreat to Cuattaro, a 
Place of Strength, where the Remains of the broken 
Infantry join’d him. And thus ended this unfos- 
tunate Chngaias to the Venetians: Let us now fee 
what has pafsd between the Imperialifts and the 
Turks fince the Rattel and taking of Belgrade, of 
which we gave an Account in the laft Regiffer. 
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Continuation of the War between the Impeviali/ts 
and the Turks. 


FTER the glorious Victory obtain’d by Prince 
Eugene over the Turks, and the Surrender of 
Pelgrade, which was the Confequence of it, the 
Campaign in Hungary drew to a Clofe, and nothing 
could reafonably be expected from thence, bur to hear 
the ufual Account of the vanquiih’d Party's abandon- 
ingthe Country, and of the Victor’s extending his Con- 
quefis, and bringing all Things to a happy Conclufi- 
on: But Fortune, who feem’d to have fecur’d to the 
Germans 
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Germans all the Laurels they could have with’d, fhew'd 
them a flippery Turn; for towards the End of this 
Campaign, they met with feveral unlucky Rubs, 
when they expected nothing lefs. To take thefe 
_ Affairs where we left them, the Victory being gain’d, 
the routed Yurks fo entirely evacuated the Country, 
that it might be even faid they difappear’d ; tor a 
great Part of the Foot were cut off in the Aion, and 
the Horfe being too fleet for the Germans, pafs’d the 
Morava without being overtaken by their Purfuers, 
But the Defeat of the Infidels giving the Germans the 
i 5 gree | of enlarging their Conquefts, Detachments 
were immediately fent to extend themfelves over the 
Country, and the Turks fled in moft Places before 
them. Meadia, Vipalanka, and Orfova, on the other Side 
of the Danube, were abandon’d, and the Infidels 
yetir’d towards Moldavia and the River Pruth. Sabaez, 





on the River Save, was likewife abandon’d ; and 
«5000 Horfe, whe had not been inthe Battel, having 
been fent over that River to plunder the Country, 
retit'd that Way, taking the Garrifon of that Place 
along with them, and made off towards ne ape Se- 


mendria, onthe Danube, a Town far enough out of 
Reach, they alfo quitted ; and, in a‘ Word, all they 
were poflefs’d of to the Banks of the River Morava, 
And now the Imperial Army having no Enemy 
left to oppofe them, had little elfe to do, than to 
repair the Fortitications of Belgrade, level their Works, 
and then march into Winter-Quarters ; but they 
were fo coop’d up in the Camp in which they lay, 
the Number aid Stench of the dead Bodies grew fo 
infupportable, and the great Rains that fell, fo much 
incommoded them, that the Army grew very fickly, 
and both Men and Horfes dy’d apace; upon which 
the General thought fit to remove his Camp ; and re- 
affing theSave,march’d and eye: pe near Semlin,on the 
Banks of the Danube. They had not long lain here, 
ere fuch violerit Rains fell for feveral Days together 
without ceafing, and fwell’d the Rivers to fuch a 
Height, that both their Bridges on the Save were 
broken, and the Boats carry’d into the Danube by the 
Force of the Stream, which is always very violent on 
fuch Occafions, the Save being naturally a very rapid 
River. Their Bridge alfo upon the Danube was broken, 
and it was not without great Difficulty that the very 
Boats were fav'd, they being ‘fo hurry'd ug 
an 
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and dath’d againft one another by the Impetuofity 
of the Water. This Accident made the General de- 
termine to fend the Troops into Winter-Quarters, 

and accordingly, O%. 22. N.S. the Camp broke up. 
Mean whi Brings Eugene thinking it much for the 
Emperor's Intereft to have a good Body of Troops 
uarter’'d on the Frontiers, refolv’d to extend his 
Conquefts into Bofnia a rich and fertile Country ly- 
ing towards Dalmatia ,and the Shores of the ddriatick 
Gulph: To this End he fent a Detachment of 1600 
Horfe that Way, not doubting but that the great 
Confternation the Turks were in, had fpread it felf 
even thither , and that they would abandon all on 
the firft Appearance of his victorious Troops ; but 
he found himfelf difappointed in his Hopes ; for the 
Infidels aflembling about Zwornick, appear’d in great 
Bodies, and feem’d refolv'd to ftand_ upon their De- 
fence. The Imperial Commanders feeing this, fent 
to Prince Eugene for more Troops, who accordingly 
fent them 3000 Foot, with 12 Pieces of Cannon and 
Mortars. This Reinforcement encourag’d them to 
fe down before Zwornick ; and having rais’d a Batte- 
againft the Palznka, or Suburbs, they made a fiall 
reach; and, ftorming it, took it Sword in Hand; 
the Turks, atter a very defperate Refiftance, retiring 
into the Caftle, whichis a Place of great Strength. 
The Germans however, being determin’d to puih on 
their good Fortune, refolve on the Siege, and fen#l 
to Prince Eugene for ftill more Troops, who com- 
ply’d with their Requeft, and fent them sooo Men 
more; fo that they were now near-toooo ftrong. In 
the mean time the Raffa of Bofnia, a bold faliion 
Man, being reinforc’d by the t50c0 Horfe mention’ 
above, who came from Sabatz, had made a great 
Ravage on that Side of Croatia, which at that Time 
was unprovided of Forces. For when the Turks en- 
ter’d the Country, the Generals Heifer and Dackle- 
berg, two Officers of known Courage and Experience, 
who commanded there, had with them not above 
2000 regular Troops ; but the People of the Country 
running to Arms on the Approach of the Enemy, 
they made up about 7ooo Men, and expected, in a 
few Days, to be join’d by as many more, The 
‘Turks, who were aware of this, refolv’d to be before- 
hand with them, and coming furioufly upon them, : 
put them to the Neceffiry of venturing a Pattel ; in 
Ccc which 
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which, tho’ they behav’d with great Bravery, yet, 
being overpower’d with Numbers and furrounded, 
they were entirely defeated ; near 3000 being kill’d on 
the Spot, and as many taken Prifoners; the two 
Generals themfelves' efcaping with great Difficulty, 
and with but very few of their Men. This terribl: 
Blow pave the Zurks the Opportunity to fpread over 
the whole Country, to burn and lay it wafte ; and, 
what was yet worfe, to carry many of the poor 
habitants away into Slavery. 
~ Flath’d with this ‘Succefs, the fame Bafla refolv’d to 
attempt the Relief of Zwornick, and marching thither 
in great Diligence, he arriv’d there on the 8th of 
Ofober, and attack’d ‘the Befiegers in their Cam 
with fiich Fury, that after a defperate Defence, they 
were alfo entirely defeated, and otis a to raife the 
Siege, leaving the Enemy Mafters of their Camp, and 
all their ‘Artillery and Baggage; and about 2000 Men 
were kill’d upon the Spot. Rid thus ended the Cam. 
paign in Hungary. : 
The Occurrences in other foreign Countries, that 
have happen’d fince our laft, are either of no great 
Moment, or fuch at leaft as we cannot fpeak of with 
afiy Certainty, for which Reafon we think fit to fay 
nothing of them : Tc inftance only in France, where 
they are wholly employ’d in fecret Negotiations at 
file Courts; fuch as that of the Count de Ja Marg 
ith Sweden, the Abbot du Bois in England, &c. which 
egotiations being ftill kept fecret, it is not our Bu- 
finefs to amufe either our felves or our Readers with 
Sarmifes concerning Tranfa&tions of that Nature; 
but thall defer touching upon them ‘till they come to 
bé made more pyblick. And as for the Occurrences 
of Jefs Importance Abroad, they are plac’d in Order 
of Time, in the Chronological Part_of this Regiffer, 
We therefore proceed now to the Affairs of

O* the oth of Sept. the Houfe being inform’d, that. 
John Leigh, Efg; one of their Members, had

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Houf of Commons, for removing Sir Con/antine 
pi from his Employment, Mr. Speaker, according 
to Order, call’d upon him to give his Reafons for 
figning the {aid Addrefs: Mr. Leigh confels’d he had 
fign’d the faid Addrefs, but faid, he was heartily for- 
| for his Fault, and humbly begg’d Pardon of the 

oufe. Then the Queftion being propos’d, that Mr. 
Leigh's Submiffion thould be accepted as a Satisfaction 
to the Houfe, a Debate arofe thereupon, which was 
ddjourn’d ’till the r7th, when it was. again refum'd ; 
and the Houfe being then infotm’d, that the faid 
Mr. Leigh was a Perfon difaffected to the Proteftant 
Succeflion in the Houfe of Hanover, Witnefles 
were call’d in, and examin’d relating to that 
Mattef ; and they being withdrawn, one of them, 
viz. Mr. Henry Smith, an Alderman of Drogheda; 
was_order’d to be taken into Cultody of the Ser- 
jeant at Arms, for prevaricating in the Teltimo- 
Hy he had given. Then Mr. Leigh was heard in his

’ Sept. 16. Upon Occafion of an Appeal lodg’d by 
one Maurice Annefley, in the Houfe of Lords of Great 
Britain, during the laft Seffion of Parliament, from a 

ecree of the Jrifb Houfe of Lords, given in Favour 
of one Sherlock ; a Prelate mov’d in their Lordihips

were moye tiearly concetn’d than that venerable Menchy 
in the Prefervation of the Rights and Privileges of 
the Peetage, yer t ey were of Opinion, that they 
ouglit to ptoceed with peat Deliberation and Cauti- 
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on, in an Affair of fo nice a Nature: Upon which 
Confideration only, they got the Debate adjourn’d 
‘till the z5th; when it being again refum’d, feveral 
Peers, both Spiritual and Temporal, made very {mart 
Speeches, afferting the Independency of their {upream 
Judicature in that Kingdom, and fome went fo far 
as to infift, That they ought not to give their Con- 
fent to any Money-Bills, *till they had due Satisfaction 
in a Matter wherein their Privileges were fo nearly 
concern’d. At length, after a long Debate, it was 
refolv’d to appoint a Committee to examine Records, 
fearch Prevetcem, and report the fame to the Houfe, 
which was done accordingly : But in the mean Time 
their Lordthips pafs'd Heads of a Bill for taking off 
what iscall’d there, The Little Oath, and voted, That 
whoever fhall appeal from any Decree of their Houfe to the 

Britith Houfe of Peers, are Enemics to their Country. 
Sept. 24. The Houfe proceeded to hear the Matter of 
Complaint on the Petition of Thomas Simcocks and 
Edward Barrett, Aldermen, in Behalf of themfelves 
and divers of the Proteftant Aldermen, Common- 
Council Men, Free-Men, Commonalty, and Pro- 
teftant Inhabitants of the Town of Galway, againft 
John Staunton, Efq; (Recorder) Mr. Cotes, the prefent 
Mayor of Galway, and their Confederates ;_ and 
Council were call’d in and heard, and Witnefles ex- 
amin’d in Behalf of the Petitioners ; aud being with- 
drawn, the Houfe adjourn’d ’till Five of the Clock in 
the Afternoon. Poff Meridiem, Order'd, That Candles 
be brought in, which was done accordingly. Then 
the Houle proceeded in the farther hearing the Matter 
of Complaint relating to the Town of Galway ; and 
Council were call’d in and heard, and Witnefles ex-. 
amin’d in Behalf of John Staunton, Efq; and Mr. 
Cotes, the prefent Mayor ; and being withdrawn, Re- 
folv'd, That the Petitioners have fully prov'd the 
Allegations of their Petition. Refolv’d, That for fe- 
veral Years paft there hath beena Defign form’d and 
carry'd on in the Town of Galway, to fupport a Popith, 
and difcourage the Proteftant Intereft within the faid 
Town. Refdlv'd, That in Purfuance of the faid 
Defign, Nunneries have been conniv’d at and encou- 
yag’d within the Town of Galway, contrary to Law. 
Refolv’d, That the not putting the Laws in Executi- 
on again{t great Numbers of Papifts, who have been 
‘and are permitted to inhakit in the Town of Galway, 
; ; con 
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contrary to Law, is a notorious Negle& of Duty in 
the Magiftrates of the faid Town, and tends to the 
preat Danger of the Town and Garrifon, and to the 
ifcouragement of Proteftants from refiding there. 
Then a Queftion being propos’d, That it appears by 
the Charter of the Town of Galway, that the Recor- 
der is an annual Officer, and ought to be annually elect- 
ed ; and the previous Queftion heing demanded and put, 
That that Queftion be now put, it was carry‘d in the 
Affirmative. Refolv'd, That it ee by the Charter 
of the Town of Galway, that the Recorder is an annual 
Officer, and ought to be annually elected. Refolv’d, 
That the Mayor and Common-Council of the Town 
of Galway, not having proceeded to the Election of a 
Recorder fince the 1ft Day of Augu/t, 1714, have acted 
arbitrarily and illegally, and contrary to their Charter. 
Refolv'd,. That Robert Cotes, the prefent Mayor of 
Galway being in Commiflion with Mr. Juftice Caulfield 
at the laft Affizes at Galway, immediately after reading 
his Majefty’s Commiflion, infolently and contemptu- 
oully withdrew himfelf from the Court, by Means 
whereof there could be no farther Proceedings on 
the faid Commiffion, to the great Obftruction of Ju- 
ftice. Order’d, That the faid Robert Cores be, for the 
faid Offences, taken into Cuftody of the Serjeant at 
Arms attending this Houfe. Kefolv’d, That Mr. 
Juftice come 3 at the laft Aflizes at Galway,difchare’d 
the my his Place with great Prudence and Inte- 
grity. Refolv’d, That by Reafon of the Difcourage- 
ment of the Proteftant Intereft in the Town of Gal- 
way for feveral Years paft, there are not a fufficient 
Number of Proteftant Freeholders to try Offenders 
againft the Aé&to prevent the farther Growth of Po- 
rey, and for baniifhing Popiih Regulars. Refolv’d, 
at John Staunton, Efq; has been a —_ Inftru- 
ment in preventing the Execution of the Laws for 
fupprefling Popery. Order’d, That the faid John 
Staunton be, for the faid Offence, taken into Cuftody 
of the Serjeant at Arms attending this Houfe. Or- 
der’d, That Leave be given to bring in Heads of 2 
Bill for the better regulating the Town of Galway, 

and for ftrengthening the Proteftant Intereft therein. 
Mr. Staunton, Mr. Cotes, and their Friends, tho’ 
they thought themfelves aggriev'd, fled neverthe- 
lefs from the Refentment of the Houfé, and came 
away to England, where they publifh’d their “= at 
rge, 
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large, with the Petition againft them; which being 
too tedious to be inferted, we thall only obferve, that 
in their Anfwer they take Notice in general, That 
the Petition was prefented in Behalf of divers of the 
Proteftant Aldermen, Common-Council Men, Free- 
men, Commonalty, and Proteftant Inhabitants of 
the Town of Galway ; yet the greateft Part by far of 
the Common-Council Men, Freemen, Commonalty, 
and Proteftant Inhabitants of the faid Town, certify’d 
under their Hands, that they were no Way privy 
or confenting to the faid Petition, but were ready. 
and willing to affert, that the faid Mr, Cotes and 
Mx. Staunton, during all the Time the firft was Mayor, 
the other Recorder, behav’d themfelves as became 
jaft, loyal, and honeft Men. Jiefides, in hearing the 
faid Matter, fome of the Aldermen in whofe Behalf 
the faid Petition was preferr’d, were allow'd as Evi- 
denice to prove the Petition, tho’ they were objected 
againft ; and fome of the Witneffes for the Mayor 
and Recorder, were, by the Houfe, refus’d to be ex-

This Oath, which had been impos’d 
by an A&t made foon after the Refforation of King 
Charles VI, was taken away by an A& paffed in Eng- 
land after the Revolution; but having continu’d unre- 
peal'd in Jre?and, the Lords thought fit, at this Juncture, 

te 
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to pafs the Bill before-mention’d for taking away the 
faid Oath. This Bill, however, met with great Op- 
a particularly from the Archbifhop of srmagh, 
ord Primate of fre/and, who not only faid, That fuch 
a Bill was derogatory to the Rights of the Crown, and 
open’d a Door to Xebellion ; and thar King George could 
not give his Affent to it, without violating his Coronation 
Oath; buat caus da Proteft to the fame Effect to be 
enterd in the Journals. The Marquis of Wharton, 
and fome other Peers, looking on thefe Expretlions 
as a Reflection on his Mayet , infifted, That the 
Archbifhop either thould be fent to the Cafile, or 
beg Parden ; but the Lord Chancellor mitigated the 
Matter, and the Lord Primate came off with caufing 
his Proteft to be expung’d.
